NATIONAL FUNERAL TUESDAY ALLIES FIX MINIMUM! ESCOBAR WILL BE PURSUED 


Five Marshals Who Fought With 
Him and Pershing to Bear His 
Body to the Invalides.

PARIS, March 21.—Marshal Foch 
will be buried on Tuesday in that 
part of Les Invalides set aside for 
those who h-—ve led their country in 
war. It was there that Turennes was 
buried, and it is within its walls that 
the ashes of Napoleon rest, below 
the gilded dome, ‘‘among those peo- 
ple he loved so much.” 

It was known that Marshal Foch 
had once expressed the desire to be 
buried in the home of his fathers at 
Tarbes, below the shadow of the 
Pyrennees. But when his will was 
opened this morning, it was found 
that he had left to his widow full 
liberty to make what arrangements 
she wished in accord with the gov- 
ernment. So it has been decided that 
the Marshal will be buried where he 
latterly has worked. To make this 
possible, a bill which has long been 
in preparation was rushed through 
Parliament today, at the same time as 
a credit of 300,000 francs ($11,760) 
to defray the expenses of the funeral. 

Plans for honoring the dead man 
were completed late. this evening by 
the government. For two days, from 
early Sunday morning unti) Monday 
at night, the coffin will lie in state 
beside that of the Unknown Soldier 
who served in Marsha] Foch’s army 
and rests now below the Arc de 
Triomphe. All that part of the 
ceremony will be simple. It is in- 
tended to give those hundreds of 
thousands who will wish to do so 
the opportunity to pay their last 
tribute of respect to the man on 
whom, through many agonizing 
months, all their hopes hung and in 
whom their confidence was justified. 


All Regiments to Stand Guard. 


Laid on a gun carriage, with a cav- 
alry escort, the body will be taken 
from the Marshal’s home on the Rue 
de Grenelle, up the Champs Elysées 
early on Sunday morning. There all 
the regiments garrisoned in Paris 
will take their turn mounting guard. 
while the public will be allowed to 
file past. 

By the Marshal’s own request in 
his will, no wreaths will be laid on 
his coffin or the tomb. But it is 
scarcely possible that the authorities 
will be able to prevent the public 
from piling high their tribute of 
flowers.

The 1,750,000,000 marks figure was 
guarded with the greatest secrecy;

known, there was no attendant ex- 
planation or comment to indicate the 
number of annuities, or whether, as 
generally supposed, it was the first 
of a schedule of rising annual totals. 

Tonight Dr. Schacht left for Berlin 
with a reduction of 700,000,000 to 
800,000,000 marks from the present 
annuities of 2,500,000,000 (about $600,- 
000,000) as ‘an inducement to the 
German Government and German 
financiers to come quickly to terms 
with their allied creditors.

I die tranquilly, with my 
conscience filled with the knowledge 
that I did only what I regarded as 
my duty. However. I counsel you 
not to follow my footsteps. Now, 
soldiers, shoot, but please do not hit.

A REGENCY IS OPPOSED

| Thirty out of the thirty-four men 
|leaders of the Tammany executive

It was decided not even to attempt 
| to get an expression of opinion on

| executive committee, with the women 
| members present, this afternoon at 4

The failure of the men to include 
| their women associates in yester- 
| day’s conference was said to have 
| been one cause of its collapse, but 
| even more potent was the desire on 
| the part of a considerable group of 
| the district leaders who compose the 
| executive committee to avoid lining 
up for any particular candidate. The 

balance of power in the executive 
committee seems to be held by those 
who Have refrained from pledging 
jthemsélves to any candidate, and 
| most of these, it was said, were. hold- 
| ing off’to find out who was likely tg 
be elected and then declare for him. 

Whether a new leader will be 
elected today was said to be doubt- 
ful. If there should be a failure to 
agree the chance of the selection of 
a district leader would be lessened 
and there then would be.resort to 
; advice from such prominent mem- 
bers of the party as Surrogate James 
A. Foley, Mayor Walker, Senator 
| Robert F. Wagner, and possibly for- 
|mer Governor Smith, whose counsel 
has not been sought yet, but may be 
if the members of the executive com- 
mittee are unable to agree on one 
| of their number. 


Meeting Not Official. 


The conference lasted about twenty 
| minutes. An official character had 
been given to it by the issuance of 
a call by James F. Egan, secretary 
| of Tammany, but it was said after

All those at the meeting pledged

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Chuck-

|Sarvey by Committee Shows 22 
to 35 Per Cent of Autos Ex- 

| ceed One.Hour Limit. 





General disregard of the parking 
limits in all districts of the city was 
| revealed recently in a survey con- 
ducted by 100 members of the Citi- 
izens’ Street Traffic Committee, ac- 
cording to announcement made yes- 
jterday at the committee’s weekly 
|meeting. According to the report 
| submitted by the workers, ‘‘The sur- 
| vey which covered every day in the 
week shows conclusively that from | 
22 to 35 per cent of machines are| 
parked over the one-hour limit.’’ 

The members discussed at length 
the suggestion that the number of 
parking garages in the business dis- 
|tricts be increased to remedy the sit- 
uation, maintaining that New York 
is far behind other cities in this re- 
spect, ‘‘which constitutes an impor- 
tant factor in minimizing the 
{amount of parking on the streets.”’ 
“The committee agreed that the 
| survey indicated definitely that the 
police are unable to meet the prob- 
lem of the car parked overtime, due 
to the fact that they are obliged to 
issue summonses to the violators 
personally,”’ said Lewis Buddy 34d, 
general manager. ‘The survey as a 
whole indicates that there are viola- 
tions of the one-hour parking regula- 
tion in every section that was 
checked, in the theatrical, business, 
department store, financial and mer- 
| cantile districts.”’ i 
| The committee reported that in one 
| district in Brooklyn 954 cars were 
| parked all night, most of them with- 
| out lights, and that in zones sup- 

posed to be restricted to two-hour 
parking most of the machines are 
parked three hours or more. 

In the area from Fifty-first Street 
|to Fifty-ninth Street and from Fifth 
Avenue to Seventh Avenue twenty- 
one cars were found to have parked 
|for more than eight hours, while 
seventeen were parked between seven 
and eight hours.

MOVES TO IMPEACH 
3 OKLAHOMA JUDGES 


House Committee Will Report 
Ont Total of 32 Charges Against 


Supreme Coart Jurists. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, March 21 (4).— 
Having ousted another Governor 
yesterday through conviction under 
impeachment charges, the Oklahoma 
Legislature turned its attention to- 
day to three members of the State 
Supreme Court. Thirty-two impeach- 
ment charges against Chief Justice 
Charles W. Mason and Justices 
Fletcher Riley and J. W. Clark were 
adopted by the general investigat- 
ing committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in executive session. 

The charges against the jurists 
probably will be reported out to the 
House for consideration tomorrow, 
declared Homer Paul, a member of 
the subcommittee which has been 
investigating the court. 

Chief Justice Mason and Justices 
Riley and Clark were members cf 
the court which, in 1927, held that 
members of the eleventh Legislature 
had no authority to convene in spe- 
cial session to investigate Henry S. 
Johnston, then Governor, and State 
departments. 

It was in accordance with this 
opinion that Governor Johnston 
called out the militia to prevent 
members of the Legislature from 
using Capitol chambers for a ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Paul stated that eleven charges 
were adopted by the general com- 
mittee, to be reported out against 
each of two of the Justices and ten 
charges against the third. Various 
allegations were made, he stated, 
the charges differing as to each 
justice. 

The subcommittee, of which J. A. 
Patterson, Republican of Seminoie 
County, is chairman, took testimony 
in connection with the Supreme 
Court for almost two months. More 
than 6,000 typewritten pages of evi- 
dence were said to have been taken 
during the questioning, most of 
which was conducted by O. O. 
Owens, Republican, of Tulsa County, 
and a member cf the committee. 

Public hearings ceased about two 
weeks ago and a partial report of 
the most important evidence was 
placed before the parent committee. 

When. the report reaches the 
House that body will vote as to 
whether it will adopt or reject the 
committee recommendations. If adop- 
ted, the article then will be trans- 
mitted to the Senate court of im- 
peachment. 


SHOPPING BY PLANE 
EXCITES BALTIMORE 


Couple Park Withoat Warning in 
a Backyard and Draw a 
Swarm of Police.

BALTIMORE, March 21.—The park- 
ing of airplanes is not without its 
complexities, Miss Frances Sherier of 
Washington and Howard S. Behr of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., learned today. 

Miss Sherier, who was in the pilot’s 
seat, and Mr. Behr came over from 
Washington today to do a little shop- 
ping at a Washington Boulevard 
store. They parked the plane safely 
in George Vermillion’s back yard, 
but not before they had given most 


of the neighbors stiff necks from 
gazing skyward and had brought a 
police emergency automobile scoot- 
ing to the scene. 

lt did not take the couple long to 
get from Washington to Baltimore, 
but it took them three times that 
long to find a parking space.

MEXICO CITY, March 21.—Loyal 
Mexico breathed easier tonight when 
it was officially announced that Ma-

In the course of last night mounted 
rebel outposts came up to within 
range of the Federal trenches be- 
fore the Pacific coast city and fired 
volleys, but no Federals were killed 
or wounded. President Portes Gil, 
upon receipt of reports from Gen- 
eral Jaime Carrillo, commanding at 
Mazatlan, declared he had no appre- 
hension whatever as to the ability 
of General Carrillo to hold the city 
for weeks, if necessary, and certainly 
until the arrival of reinforcements 
from the eastern zone, 6,000 of 
whom, under orders of Secretary of 
War Calles, are on the way to Sim- 
zloa with instruction to wipe out 
every unit now in rebellion. 

While it is known that the Federals 
garrisoning the seaport number be- 
tween 2,000 and 2,500, the exact 
strength of the rebels menacing the 
city is not known here. 

The advanced guard which, be- 
tween 2 and 3 o’clock this morning 
fired on the Federals, probably con- 
sisted of about 500 cavalry.

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FRENCH DEMAND AID 
PROM OUR FILM MEN 


They Insist Producers Must Pay 
Cash, Threatening Slash in 
Quota to 3 to 1. 


HAYS REFUSES TO SUBMIT 


He Regards Procedure as Move to 
Force Payment for Doing 
Business in France.

PARIS, March 21.—Leaders of the 
French film industry held an impor- 
tant executive meeting yesterday 
and practically agreed that it is now 
squarely up to the American pro- 
ducers to make a substantial finan- 
cial offer if they wish to continue 
their normal business in France. If 
the proposed new 3-to-1 quota is 
finally put into effect and a film 
shortage develops, the deficit will be 
made up with additional purchases 
of German films. 

In the meantime owners of mo- 
tion picture houses in the provinces 
are continuing their effort to pre- 
vent a further curtailment of Amer- 
ican productions. Nearly 2,000 ex- 
hibitors have signed a petition urg- 
ing that the government forestall the 
movement of the French producers 
to cut down American pictures an- 
other 50 per cent. 

These petitioners charge that their 
patronage has been built up largely 
through the popularity of American 
film stars, and to force them to limit 
the number of American films shown 
would mean a tremendous loss in 
revenue. 

The Americans are hoping this will 
have an influence upon the govern- 
ment. In addition to this, the Min- 
istry of Public Instruction has prom- 
ised to give a hearing to the Amer- 
ican members of the Chambre Syndi- 
cale, and as a last resort there is al- 
ways the possibility of formal repre- 
sentations by the American Govern- 
ment. ° 

The Chambre Syndicale will hold a 
conclusive session on Tuesday, at 
which time its final position will be 
stated. What the Chambre really 
wants is some sort of yearly finan- 
cial heJp from American film com- 
panies. The money could be paid in 
the form of a loan with which to 
build up the French industry or, bet- 
ter still, through a ‘‘film bank’’ to 
be backed by American capital. If 
some arrangement of this kind can 
be agreed upon—the French do not 
seem to have a clear idea themselves 
as to what they do want—then the 
idea is that the American companies 
will be permitted to operate in the 
French markets with a minimum of 
restrictions. 

The French say that this is merely 
carrying to a logical conclusion sug- 
gestions which have been made in 
the past looking to cooperation be- 
tween the French and American film 
industries. The Americans, however, 
resent this attitude and regard it asa 
demand payment for the right to do 
business in France. Spokesmen for 
Will Hays, movie czar, have notified 
the French that under no condition 
will the American industry submit to 
such procedure. There the situation 
stands. 

At yesterday’s executive committee 
meeting the French producers, ac- 
cording to American film men, made 
it quite clear that they are deter- 
mined to go through with their reg- 
ulations unless the Americans come 
to the aid of the French industry. 
Theatre owners will have to adjust 
themselves to the new situation, they 
asserted, and show more French 
films if it should be necessary to 


Fire Kills 114 Spectators 
In a Russian Film Theatre 


MOSCOW, March 21 (4).—Fire 
in a wooden moving picture thea- 
tre that had only one exit caused 
the death of 114 men, women and 
children in the village of Igolkino, 
in the province of Vladimir, 250 
miles northeast of Moscow. 

The film caught fire and the 
flames spread rapidly through the 
frail structure. 

In addition to the dead, eleven 
were seriously injured and six 
slightly hurt. Because so many 
of the victims were parents, the 
Education Department kas taken 
steps to care for the orphans.

AMERICA’S SEAL ENTERS 
LEAGUE FOR FIRST TIME 


lt Is Attached to Accession to 
Slavery Convention Filed 
at Geneva.

GENEVA, March 21.—For the first 
time the American eagle, imbedded 
in the seal of the United States on | 
a document certifying Washington’s 
acceptance of an international con | 
vention, entered the League of Na-

This historical document, which is 
ornately bound in blue leather and | 
decorated in gold, represents Amer- | 


ican accession to the slavery con- | 
vention drawn up purely through the | 
League and signed by its members 
in 1926. 

The document was signed by Pres- | 
ident Coolidge and Secretary Kellogg 
on March 1 as one of the last acts 
of the former’s administration, and 
was deposited with the Secretariat | 
by Consul Elbridge Rand. The 
change shown in Washington's atti- | 
tude toward Geneva is especially 
marked since the League, when 
elaborating the convention, twice | 
asked the United States for its| 
cooperation, and twice received, in 
1923* and 1924, laconic answers dis- |

War.

000 persons, Premier Baldwin as- 
sailed Lloyd George’s unemployment 
proposals as utterly impracticable 


and said they would be disastrous to 
national credit. 

“T have no use in any party,” he 
said, ‘‘for waverers, grousers or 
people with cold feet. I have little 
sympathy wit hthe kind of stuff I 
have seen recently in the press, 
‘socialism is setting the pace; some- 
thing must be don:.’ 

“Socialism at present is setting 
very little pace. The Socialists are 
waiting. They are trusting to win 
less on their program than by lull- 
ing us to sleep on our apathy. And 
while they have been waiting, the 
bold spirit of Mr. Lloyd George has 
jumped in and outbid every card in| 
their hands.’’ 

Mr. Baldwin took his gloves off in | 
fighting Lloyd George tonight. 

“His feet are no longer on the 
ground,’ he continued. ‘‘He has 
gone up into the etherial blue in an 
airplane and has flung across the 
sky the smoke of ‘We can conquer 
unemployment.’ This is not the first 
pledge he has made nor wil] it be 
the last.’’ 

In housing, road building and un- 
employment relief, according to 
Premier Baldwin, the government 
had done more than its share. 

“But we will be no party to blindly 
or recklessly depressing the coun- 
try’s credit by plunging into vast 
ill-considered schemes of socialized 
development which in the long run | 
will do the country more harm than | 
good,” he declared. Mr. Baldwin 
spoke with pride of the British 
foreign policy which brought about 
the Locarno treaty, accepted arbi- 
tration of the Mosul question, nego- 
tiated the treaty with China and 
strengthened the League of Nations 
by all means in its power. 

“As to disarmament,”’ he said, ‘‘I 
don’t know why so many English 
people take pleasure in fouling their 
own nest when disarmament is dis- 
cussed. We always are blamed for 
everything. The fact is we have led 
the world in disarmament.’’ 

Ramsay MacDonald, Labor party 
leader, had a brush with Com- 
munists in his new constituency at 
Seaham today. 

‘In the name of Moscow or what- | 
ever else you hold sacred, don’t by| 
your actions mix me up with your 
disastrous policies,’’ he said. ‘‘Don’t 
allow the Tories or Liberals to say 
the Labor party is mixed up with 
Communists.”’

STATUES OF QUEEN, 
OF 1480 B. C. FOUND 


Metropolitan Expedition Makes 
Rich Finds in Egyptian Quarry, 
Ending Long Task. 


DESTROYED BY THE KING 


Ancient Works, Smashed to Bits, 
Were Buried Under 100,000 
Tons of Rubbish.

CAIRO, March 21.—The expedition 
of the Metropolitan Museum of New 
York has almost finished the gigan- 
tic task of recovering the statues of 
Queen Hatsheput from the quarry 
into which they were thrown by 
Thothmes III upon the Queen’s 


death in 1480 B. C. The excavations 
near the temple Deir-El-Bahari, at 
Luxor, have occupied the expedition 
for years. In 1927 it was confirmea 
that all the Queen’s statues in the 
temple had been ordered destroyea. 
After the mutilation or destruction, 
the pieces were thrown by Thoth- 
mes’s retainers into an abandoned 
quarry near by. 

Over this quarry the rain and 
winds of centuries have brought sand 
and mud. 


700 Laborers Employed. 


Finally, thirty-five years ago, when 
the temple was first cleared, all the 
débris from it was piled together. 
The expedition has been employing 
as many as 700 Egyptian laborers at 


a time in the task of retrieving the 
fragments of the buried statues and 
about 100,000 tons of rubbish have 
been removed. 

As a result of the reassembling of 
the fragments it is possible to see 
how rows of red granite statues and 
sphinzes had been shattered into 
thousands of bits and dumped, pell- 
mell, into the quarry. Since all are 
of the same material, the task of 
sorting them out has been extremely 
laborious. 

The fitting together of pieces, some 
of them no bigger than a finger tip 
and others weighing a ton or more, 
required no little ingenuity and infi- 
nite patience. A standing statue from 
the quarry is now in the Cairo Mu- 
seum. 

The expedition has practically fin- 
ished putting together the remains of 
two granite sphinxes, two Kdeling 
statues and fragments of three other 
pieces of sculpture, the parts of 
which lay near the surface and were 
removed to Europe a century ago. 

While all this granite sculpture was 
of the best workmanship of its period 
and must have been most imposing 
before mutilation, for excellence of 
condition and archaeological impor- 
tance the outstanding object is a 
unique limestone sphinx practically 
intact with its coloring still brilliant. 
This displays, in most surprising 
manner, Queen Hatsheput’s revival 
of the archaic type of sphinx known 
by the famous examples from Tanis.

Policy and Program. 


A statement of policy and program 
was issued yesterday by the League 
of Nations Association, 6 East 
Thirty-ninth Street, in view of Amer- 
ican interest in world affairs as ex- 
emplified in President Hoover’s in- 
augural address, the Capper resolu- 
tion and the revision of the statute 
of the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice. 

The statement, drafted by Profes- 
sor James T. Shotweil, chairman of 
the association’s political committee, 
says that ‘‘the association proposes 
to devote itself to the furtherance 
of American cooperation with an ul- 
timate membership in both World 
Court and League of Nations.’’ 

It also says: ‘‘The immediate pro- 
gram of members of the League of 
Nations Association is sympathetic 
support of the Root proposal for en- 
try into the World Court and of the 
Capper resolution to secure an Amer- 
ican compromise on the question of 
peace enforcement.’’ 

George W. Wickersham, as presi- 
dent of the association, has issued 
an appeal for support of it. He re- 
fers to the part which the associa- 
tion played in the ratification of the 
Briand-Kellogg pact and to ‘‘possible 
early American adherence to the 
Permanent court of International 
Justice.’” The association asks for 
$120,000 for it budget for 1929. More 
than $100,000 has been received.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Distin- | 
guished Service Crosses were awarded | 
by the War Department today to | 
Major George U. Harvey, Infantry 
Reserve, of 471 Myrtle Avenue, 
Flushing, L. I., and Captain Harris 
Jones, Engineer Corps, of Clayville, 
N. Y., who is now on duty with the 
Battle Monuments Commission here. 

Both awards were made in recog- 
nition of extraordinary heroism in 


France during the World War. 

The citation of Major (then Cap- 
tain) Harvey, who is now President 
of the Borough of Queens, was for 
heroism in action on the Vesle River 
on Aug. 23, 1919. 

“Although under severe machine- 
gun fire from the enemy, Captain 
Harvey, with utter disregard for his 
own personal safety,’’ it read, ‘‘led a 
patrol of seven men against an 
enemy machine-gun nest that was in- 
flicting heavy losses on his company. 

“His seven men being wounded, 
Captain Harvey was the first to reach 
the nest, where three of the enemy 
were killed, one taken prisoner and 
two machine guns captured.’’ ‘ 

Captain Jone was cited for hero- 
ism in action at Warfusee Abancourt, 
Somme, March 27-April 3, 1918.

LONDON, March 21.—The Conser- 
vative party lost in the Eddisbury 
Division of Cheshire to the Liberals 
in a straight fight by-election there 
today, but retained a seat in the 
three-cornered contest at Bath by a 
reduced majority. 

The results at Eddisbury were: 
R. J. Russell, Liberal, 10,223; Colonel 
R. G. Fenwick-Palmer, Conservative, 
8,931, giving a Liberal majority of 
1,292, against a Conservative major- 
ity of 1,669 at the last election. 

At Bath, C. W. Baillie-Hamilton, 
Conservative, polled 11,171; S. R. 
Daniels, Liberal, 7,255, and G. G. 
Desmond, Labor, 6,359, giving a Con- 
servative majority of 3,916, against 
7,267 at the last election. 

“‘Eddisbury is the finger of doom 
for the government,”’ declared David 
Lloyd George, the Liberal leader, af- 
ter the result. 

The Laberals are quite confident 
now of holding the balance of power 
in the new Parliament and there- 
fore of being able to dictate terms 
and policy to either the Laborites 
or the Conservatives. 

Their stock touched the highest 
point yet reached in the Stock Ex- 
change gamble on the result of the 
general election, and the figures to- 
night were, Conservatives, 269 to 273 
seats; Laborites, 260 to 264, and Lib- 
erals, 84 to 88.

Declares Weapon Found at the 
Scene of Bay Ridge Battle Is 
Like Those Used by Police.

Kang id 
persons were wounded, has ed to 
reveal any evidence linking police:

District Attorney Charles J. Dodd 
of Kings County announced yester- 
day. The investigation has not been 
closed, however. 

Mr. Dodd said that some discrep- 
ancies in the stories of witnesses had 
been cleared up by a visit to the 
scene yesterday and by making al- 
lowances for the excitement of wit- 
nesses. He explained that if the door 
of the Owl’s Head Tavern was open 
a bullet might have sped through it 
from the street and wounded Harold 
W. Richards, who was in the restau- 
rant. Some witnesses had insisted 
that the shooting must have taken 
place in the vestibule. 

One of the pistols found at. the 
scene bore a number stamped into 
the metal of the butt, similar to 
shield numbers stamped into the 
weapons of the police force, Mr. 
Dodd revealed. He declined to make 
public the number. 

Patrolman John Shea of the West 
100th Street station, and a former 
policeman named James Brady, who 
was dismissed in January, 1928, were 
questioned by Mr. Dodd in an effort 
to trace the pistol, but he said later 
that he was satisfied that it had not 
belonged to either of them. He will 
continue to check with the Police 
Department in an effort to trace the 
weapon, he said. 

He asserted that the police were 
looking for John McCarthy, a for- 
- mér member of the force who is 
known to have been friendly with 
Charles (‘‘Vannie’’) Higgins, alleged 
bootlegger and gang leader, in an 
effort to question him about the lat- 
ter§s activities. 

Figgins and Paul Eckert, who 
were arrested Tuesday morning as 
participants in the fight, were ar- 
raigned on charges of felonious as- 
sault in the Fifth Avenue court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday, but their hear- 
ing was postponed until next 
Wednesday. They are at liberty 
under $5,000 bail. Thomas Kilduff, 
alias Tommy Connell, under arrest 
on the same charge, is still in the 
Kings County Hospital as a result of 
a bullet wound in the leg received 
in the battle.

Chief of Army Staff Is Continued in 
Place by Hoover.

WASHINGTON, March 21;-Gen- 
eral Charles P. Summerall was re- 
quested by President Hoover today 
to continue serving as Chief of Staff 
of the army, thus ending specula- 
tion in the War Department as to 
whether a new chief would come 
with the new administration. Gen- 
eral Summerall was appointed by 
President Coolidge Nov. 21, 1925, for! 
a term which ordinarily would run 
four years, unless the new Presi- 
dent chose otherwise. Recognizing 
that the office is of such rank as to 
fall within what is known as the 
President’s official family, General 
Summerall submitted his resignation 
to President Hoover. 

The reappointment of Rear Ad- 
miral William A. Moffett as Chief of 
the Bureau of Naval Aeronautics has 
caused some critics of the admin- 
istration to say that the Coolidge 
policy of rotation in office had been | 
abandoned. This, it was explained 
at the White House today, is not the 
case, as technical men in the Navy 
and War departments had been re- 
appointed by the previous admin-:

DETROIT, March 21.—That. rum 
runners pleaded wtih customs border 
control inspectors for permission to 
bring liquor across the Detroit River 
was asserted today at the trial of 
James S. Mack, first of twenty for- 
more inspectors to stand trial on 
charges of accepting bribes. 

The identity of Mr. ‘‘X,’’ the mys- 
terious government agent who ob- 
tained evidence against the officers 
while working on the patrol, was 
also revealed, as well as the names 
of the ‘‘Big Four,’’ famous quartet 
of down-river bootleggers.

The “‘big four,’’ Fleishman testi- 
fied, are Frank Schettler, Clarence 
Dewallet, ‘‘Fuzzy’’ Sucharski and

Fleishman, in his tes- 
timony of what happened that night, 
told of $245 passing hands and how 
to a big operator was denied the 
right to run his stuff across the 
river, another told not to keep his 
liquor in warehouses that night, and 
how both were checked up on to see 
they were not cheating. He also 
told how they had captured a Chi- 
cago rum-runner and after taking 
his car and load so they would have 
something to report let him go with 
a warning that he was lucky not to 
be arrested himself.

Fiscal Chiefs Add $2,000,000. 


The Republican fiscal leaders 
added about $2,000,000 of appropria- 
tions in amending the Governor’s 
segragated budget bill. This total 
was made up, for the most part, of 


appropriations taken-out of the origi- 
nal budget bill over the Governor’s 
protest, and it is not believed that 
restoration of these items will give 
rise to objection in the executive 
chamber. Only increases made by 
the Legislature and new items or 
other new matter inserted will go 
back to the Governor for approval. 
All the remainder, the bulk of items 
in the new bill, will become law the 
moment the Legislature has passed 
favorably upon the measure, except 
where the Labor Department and the 
Law Department are concerned. 
Therefore there will be no danger 
of the administrative work of the 
State government being halted as a 
result of the quarrel between the 
Democratic Chief Executive and the 


Governor Roosevelt today began} 
his bombardment of special messages | 
against the Legislature, urging pas- 
sage of measures he had recommend- 

ed and the Republican majority in 
| the lawmaking body had ignored. 
Three were sent in today, and this 
afternoon the Governor, in his talk 
with newspaper correspondents at 
the Capitcl, indicated that there 
were more to come. 

One message was the recommend- 
ing the creation of a temporary com- 
mission to make a survey of court 
procedure which caused such a 
storm in the Assembly. Another was 
directed against the growing practice 
of Jarge returns being made to coun- 
ties and localities out of the pro- 
ceeds from taxes collected by the 
State. The Governor in this connec- 
tion made specific reference to the 
proposed gasoline tax, of which un- 
der the Republican fiscal program 
25 per cent would go back to the 
counties while under his own pro- 
gram a similar share would be used 
by the State for rural tax relief. 

“TIt-is more in accordance with 
sound principles of taxation and 
public finance that the proceeds of 
any such tax should be spent directly 
by the State and that such proceeds 
should be used to reduce the burden 
of local taxation now resting upon 
the counties for local purposes,’’ the 
Governor said in his message. 


Election Returns Message. 


The third message urged passage 
of a long pending bill te promote 


the vote for State Controller were 
obtained. 

“The provisions of this pending 
bill would compel each board of 
election inspectors to prepare and 
sign a statement of votes cast for 
the elective officers of the State and 
forward the same within twelve 
hours to the Secretary of State,” 
the Governor said in this message. 

“Any one familiar with the pres- 
ent law knows that it provides con- 
siderable opportunity for possible 
fraud. I believe that both parties in 
the State should exercise the great- 
est precautions to maintain the con- 
fidence of the electorate in the re- 
sult of elections, and I therefore ur- 
gently recommend the passage of 
this legislation for that er 

Motions by Minority Leader Mau- 
rice Bloch to bring two Democratic 
administration bills out of the Rules 
Committee in the Assembly were de- 
feated today by a party vote. One 
bill provided for the repeal of the 
motion picture censorship law; the 
other called for the creation of an 
advisory council in the Conservation 
Department to make rules and regu- 
lations regarding the taking of fish 
and game. 

With only a few exceptions, all of 
the major recommendations made by 
Governor Roosevelt now have been 
killed in the Assembly, either by a 
direct vote on the bills on the floor 
or by the defeat of motions to dis- 
charge committees.

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ATTACK ROOSEVEL’ 
ON ‘CHASER’ BILLS 


Republicans in Assembly Resent 
Special Message, Urging 
Court Procedure Study. 


STONE DEFENDS LAWYERS 


He Says the Governor Seeks to 
Revive ‘Silly’ Measures 
Killed in Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 21.—A bitter de- 
bate over the ambulance-chasing 
legislation killed recently by the As- 
sembly Judiciary Committee took 

lace today in the lower house when 
Governor Roosevelt sent a special 
message to the Legislature urging 
the formation of a temporary com- 
mission to simplify and expedite 
court procedure, and to study the ad- 
wisability. of creating a permanent 
gommission or judicial council. 

Assemblyman Horace Stone, Syra- 
icuse Republican, who, as a member 
‘of the Judiciary Committee, aided in 
&illing the ambulance-chasing bills, 
charged that the real purpose of the 
Governor’s proposal was to ‘‘investi- 
ate the legal profession.” 

“The Governor’s message evidently 
thas been brought about by the de- 
feat of the silly ambulance-chasing 
bills,’’ Assemblyman Stone declared. 

When the message was read in the 
upper house Senator John Knight, 
Republican leader, said that a Re- 
publican bill already had been intro- 
duced to carry out the suggestions 
gmade by the Governor. 


The Governor’s Recommendation. 


' “Many of our citizens feel, with 
some right, that substantial justice 
Js difficult to secure because of the 
costliness, the delays and the lack 


of simple business efficiency,” the 
Governor told the law-makers. 

In urging the creation of the tem- 
porary commission the Governor said 
it should ‘‘make a careful study of 
the business of the courts and how 
jt could be simplified and expedited. 
This covers, among other things, the 
advisability of setting up new courts 
or rearranging the system of old 
courts, especially the lower courts in 
the large centres of population.”’ 

The Executive further suggested 
that the commission ‘‘examine into 
the advisability of creating a perma- 
nent commission or a judicial coun- 
cil, or some other agency which 
would make a continved study of 
court decisions and the existing state 
of the law and recommend, from 
timo to time, removal of anachro- 
nisms in the law and obsolete and 
burdensome requirements.”’ 

The commission, he said, should be 
composed largely of laymen ‘‘and its 
personnel should be removed wholly 
from the field of partisan politics.’”’ 


Stone Opens the Attack. 

“It is apparent that this commis- 
sion is not to do what the Governor 
says in his message,’’ declared As- 
semblyman Stone. “A good deal 


has been said about the manner in 
which thé ambulance-chasing bills 


were killed in the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, but I want to say right here 
and now that they were given care- 
ful consideration. The Governor re- 
ferred to the manner in which bills 
were slaughtered by the Judiciary 
Committee. He might as well crit- 
icize the Court of Appeals for hand- 
ing down a number of decisions in 
one way. 

‘“‘Just because we killed many bills 
on one particular day in the Judi- 
ciary Committee it does not mean 
the measures did not all have care- 


ful consideration. 
“Some snooper for the Governor 


said the Judiciary Committee killed 
250 bills in 100 minutes. That is a 
lie. Let me tell the Governor that 
he has had a hard time asking’ the 
Legislature to recall and amend bills 
that have been sent to him. But if 
we had’ permitted a lot of the bills 
introduced by members of his own 
party to go down to him, the holo- 
caust that he complains of would 
have been in the ecutive Cham- 
ber and not in the Assembly Judi- 
ciary room.”’ 

Assemblyman Stone declared that 
the ambulance-chasing bills. would 
have stigmatized 16, lawyers in 
New York City ‘‘just because sev- 
enty-six of them happen tobe am- 
bulance-chasers.”’ 

“There is no doubt that these bills 
came from the insurance companies 
and probably if the insurance com- 
panies had as much influence here 
as they have elsewhere the measure 
would have been passed,’’ said Mr: 
Stone. He charged that certain 
| newspapers have been ‘‘subsidized’’ 
in an effort to ‘‘choke these bills 
down our throat.’’ 

Assemblyman Stone asserted that 
no profession had done more thar 
os gg in cleaning up their own 
ranks. 


‘‘And now they want to place the 
legal profession on a plane with 
pawnbrokers and tell us how much 
we can charge for our services,’’ he 
exclaimed. ‘‘The Governor doesn’t 
dare do this with any other pro- 
fession.”’ 


Bloeh Cites Hughes’s Views. 


Assemblyman Maurice Bloch, Dem- 
ocratic floor leader, charged Mr. 
Stone with making some ‘‘dishonest’”’ 
statements. 

“Charles E. Hughes favors some 
drastic action to clean up the ambu- 
lance chasers,’’ said Mr. Bloch. 

“Well, I wonder what Mr. Hughes 
would say if we passed a law that 
limited his fees?’’ interrupted Assem- 
blyman Stone. ‘I suppose he woula 
say it was unconstitutional. The 
fees we charge in negligence cases as 
compared with those received by Mr. 
Hughes are about in the same ratio 
as a mouse is to an elephant,’’ Mr. 


Stone added. 

Assemblyman Burton D. Esmond, 
Saratoga, Republican, also attacked 
the Governor’s proposal. 

Assemblyman Louis A. Cuvillier, 
New York City, Democrat, denounced 
a New York evening newspaper for 
saying that the members of the Judi- 
ciary .Committee who voted against 
the ambulance chasing bills should 
be defeated if they are candidates 
for re-election. 

“T would resign from the Legisla- 
ture before I would vote for these 
bills,’’ Mr. Cuvillier declared. 

Assemblyman Bloch said the ambu- 
lance chasing measures should have 
been reported by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee ‘‘so that all members of the 
Assembly could have had an oppor- 
tunity to vote on them.’’ 

**Will you tell me why three Demo- 
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cratic members of the Judici Com- 
mittee who first voted to kill these 
bills in committee later changed their 
minds and were recorded in favor of 
them?’’ asked Assemblyman Shonk, 
Westchester, Republican. 

‘‘Wise men change their minds but 
fools never do,’’ retorted Mr. Bloch. 

“T guess this is a case where a 
Democratic paper changed the mind 
of three emocrats,’’ said Mr. 
Shonk. 

This ended the flurry over the am- 
bulance chasing bills and the House 
then got down to the business of 
passing local measures. 


ROPER QUERIES BANKER 
ON LIQUOR FINANCING 


Calls for His Resignation as City 
Member of Philadelphia 


Transit Board.

PHILADELPHIA, March 21.—John 
S. McCulloch, president of the Union 


‘Bank and Trust Company, who was 


accused by the special] grand jury 
yesterday of financing operations of 
the largest bootleg ring in this city, 
was challenged today by Councilman 
William W. Roper to clear himself 
of the charges or resign as a city 
representative on the board of direc- 
tors of -the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit. 

. The demand came at a hearing be- 
fore the Transportation Committee 
of the City Council when Mr. McCul- 
loch and Ernest T. Trigg appeared 
to explain why they were not devot- 
ing more time to the city’s interests. 
The banker refused to answer any 
questions relating to the grand jury’s 
presentment or to Judge Edwin O, 
Lewis’s denunciation of the Union 
Bank officials’ alleged part in the 
liquor scandal. 

Mr. Roper, who at other times is 
football coach at Princeton, interro- 
gated the banker. 

“This is a disagreeable question, 
Mr. McCulloch—You are president of 
the Union Bank and Trust Com- 
pany?’’ he asked. 

“T am,”’ replied Mr. McCulloch. 

“The newspapers quote a reportin 
which the special grand jury and 
Judge Lewis have seen fit to term 
officers of your bank as allies of ‘or- 
ganized bootleggers and indirectly 
with organized murderers.’ I don’t 
endorse that statement, but I ask 
you as an officer of that bank what 
action you intend to take about it?’’ 

“T refuse to answer that,’’ Mr. Mc- 
Culloch replied. 

“If Mr. McCulloch permits that 
statement to go unchallenged,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Roper, ‘‘I seriously ques- 
tion whether he should continue as 
the city representative on the Phila- 
delphia Rapid Transit board. It is 
clearly incumbent upon him to see 
that these charges are cleared up.” 

Some Councilmen supported Mr. 
McCulloch in his refusal to answer, 
and the hearing turned to other 
business. 

The possibility of criminal prosecu- 
tion of the bank officials was dis- 
cussed by Judge Lewis with other 
members of the Board of Common 
Pleas Judges today. Judge Lewis re- 
iterated his opinion that those con- 
cerned with the financing of boot- 
legging operations should be pun- 
ished. 

District Attorney Monaghan refused 
to comment on this phase of the 
situation.

TRAILED SUSPECTS 4 WEEKS 


@né Agent Poses as a Chicago 
Racketeer” and Uncovers Engrav- 
Ing and Printing Plants. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., March 21—(P)— 
A gang of western New York count- 
erfeiters has been broken up as the 
result of four raids made here today 
by United States government opera- 
tives. Eight men and two women 
are under arrest, the former held in 
$25,000 bail each and the women in 
$1,000 bail. 

Paraphernalia for making spurious 
money was seized with a large quan- 
tity of counterfeit $10 bills. The 
raids were a climax to an investiga- 
tion of four weeks by the govern- 
ment operatives. 

One of the places raided was a 
photo-engraving plant, another a 
storehouse containing $80,000 in coun- 
terfeit money, a third contained a 
printing press and a quantity of notes 
and the fourth another printing press 
and a complete counterfeiting plant. 
The prisoners are of Buffalo. 

The coup was made by a squad of 
operatives from Boston, Chicago, 
New York and Detroit, in coopera- 
tion with local agents. Government 
men said that none of the thousands 
of $10 bills which were manufac- 
tured had been put into circulation. 

Evidence which led to the seizure 
resulted from misplaced confidence. 
Gabriel Difiore, a government opera- 
tive from New York City, posed as 
a “racketeer’’ from Chicago looking 
for some new schemes and gained 
the good will of one of the gang. 
Difiore managed to bring about a 
deal which, he represented, would 
prove mutually profitable. He ar- 
ranged the purchase of $2,000 in fake 
gold notes at a rate of 35 per cent. 
When the time came for the ex- 
change, Difiore placed the counter- 
feiter under arrest.

REICHSTAG RATIFIES 
ANTI-GAS PROTOCOL 


Adheres to Geneva Pact Despite 
Determined Opposition From 
the Nationalist Party.

BERLIN, March 12.—Ratification of 
the Geneva Protocal for the preven- 
tion of gas warfare was voted by 
the Reichstag today in the face of 
stubborn opposition by the National- 
ist party led by Count Westarp. He 
asserted that as the Versailles treaty 
prohibited Germany from possessing 
the equipment for gas attacks and 


since general disarmament was habit- 
ually being postponed, there was no 
necessity for Germany to hasten the 
Protocol’s adoption, ameneey since 
the United States and England had 
not yet ratified it. 

Dr. Haas, Democratic Deputy, 
stated that while the see oa oy Ml the 
members of the Reichstag’s Foreign 
Relations Committee had approved 
the protocol, they were probably of 
the opinion that measures should be 
devised whereby Germany would be 
assured of adequate protection in the 
event that the protocol were violated 
by other signatories. 

In the ensuing debate several depu- 
ties stressed. the non-feasibility of 
providing ample protection to civil- 
ians from air and gas attacks both 
for financial and physical reasons. 

Citing the city of Berlin as an ex- 
ample, the Socialist Deputy Crisplen 
estimated the cost of breaking up 
the city’s compact housing structure 
sufficiently to permit the passage of 
air between buildings for dissipation 
of poison gases at 54,000,000,000 
marks (about $12,950,000,000), with 
the certain prospect that even such 
a huge technical undertaking would 
not afford an effective preventative 
against the ultimate effects of gas 
attacks on defenseless populations. 

Deputy Crispien urged that the 
government take the initiative in 
future disarmament negotiations 
with respect to imposing sharp con- 
trol on such industries as are capable 
of being converted into poison gas 
manufacturing plants. 

Dr. Bredt of the Economic party 
believe the Geneva Protocol] to be 
superfluous in view of the general 
acceptance of the Kellogg Pact. Its 
only value, he believed, was in dem- 
onstrating that future wars could 
not be waged with modern weapons. 

The Reichstag, after voting to 
ratify the protocol, adjourned until 
April 16.

| DROPS FIRST TRIAL 


ON JONES LAW HERE 


Government Accepts Minor 
Piea in Liquor Case Which 
Coudert Was to Defend. 


TUTTLE DENIES ‘BACKDOWN’ 


Prisoner Is Paroled, but Will Be 
Used as Witness in Prosecu- 
tion of Resort Owner. 


STRONGER CASE FORESEEN 


But Defense Group Head Declares 
Federal Stand in Barring Jury 
Hearing Is Inconsistent. 


At the suggestion of the govern- 
ment, Michael Feldodorff, who was 
to have been placed on trial yester- 
day as the first Jones law defendant 
to face a jury, has pleaded guilty to 
a charge of possessing liquor, which 
is a misdemeanor only and is not a 
violation of the so-called ‘‘force’’ bill, 
prohibition enforcement’s latest and 
most drastic legal weapon. He was 
placed on probation for three months 
by Federal Judge Coleman. 

Although United States Attorney 
Tuttle issued a statement later that 
the government had not ‘“‘backed 
down, sidewise or up’’ in the Feldo- 
dorff case, it is a matter of record 
that Feldodorff had been indicted 


under the Jones law for selling liquor, 
had pleaded not guilty to that indict- 
ment and announced himself ready to; 
go to trial yesterday.. He was re re-| 
sented In court by Frederic R. Cou-} 
dert Jr.,-chairman-of the volunteer | 
committee of ‘lawyers who have} 
oes themselves-to-represent Jones 
aw defendants’ who are unable to 
pay for the services of counsel. With 
Mr. Coudert appeared also former 
Senator Courtland Nicoll; a member 
of the lawyers’ committee. 

Following a conference with Mr. 
Coudert sistant United States At- 
torney U. 8. Grant told Judge Cole- 
man that the government would ac- 
cept a plea of guilty to the second 
count in the indictment against Feld- 
odorff, which alleged possession only, 
as he was only a coatroom boy at the 
alleged liquor-selling resort at 313 
West Fifty-fifth Street, where, it was 
charged, the violations occurred. 


Seek Evidence Against Employer. 


Mr. Grant said that Arthur Daniel, 
alleged proprietor of the place, had 
been indicted with Feldodorff under 


the Jones law and the government 
wanted Feldodorff to appear before 
the grand jury. This was taken to 
mean that the government intends to 
seek a still stronger, or superseding 
indictment against Daniel. This was 
further indicated by Mr. Grant when 
he said that the government did not 
feel that Feldodorff should be made 
to bear the full responsibility and 
that the owner of the place should 
not escape punishment. He referred 
to the fact that Feldodorff’s em- 
ployer had permitted him to remain 
in jail eleven days without bailing 
him out. 

Mr. Grant declared the place where 
the liquor had been sold was oper- 
ated as a restaurant merely for a 
blind arid ‘that it was ‘‘a vicious re- 
sort and’ menace to the community.” 

Mr. Coudert. expressed disappoint- 
ment over the fact that the govern- 
ment did not care to go to trial on 
the Jones law indictment against 
Feldodorff, and said that, since he 
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government had taken that position, 
ne felt conetceine’ fF ae ——— 
to enter a plea o. on pos- 
sension count, His then asked for 

sen ow was 
granted to the defendant. 

“The government’s attitude in this 
matter is hardly consistent with the 
statement by Mr. Grant with respect 
to the character of the house where 
the alleged offense is said to have 
occurred,”’ said Mr. Caudert. 

It is understood that the govern- 
ment desires its first Jones law trial 
to be a stronger case than that 
against Feldodorff, who was charged 
merely with the sale of a glass of 
way and who has been in jail 
sinee his arrest because he could not 
get bail. In such a case, it is be- 
lieved, a jury might hesitate to con- 
vict under the Jones law, which 
carries a maximum nalty of five 
years in prison and a 0, fine. 

By not bringing Feldodorff to trial 
the government also avoids in its 
first Jones law trial crossing swords 
with the volunteer committee of law- 

ers who are admittedly adverse to 

e Jones law as a measure imposing 
penalties out of all proportion to the 
character of offenses it covers. 
Daniel, whose trial was set for the 
April term of court, has his own at- 
torney, which fact will deprive the 
lawyers’ volunteer committee of the 
chance to appear in the first trial 
under the new prohibition enforce- 
ment statute. 

Both Daniel and Feldodorff were 
taken before the grand jury yester- 
day afternoon. Mr. Tuttle issued the 
following statement: 

“The United States Government 
does not back down k sidewise 
or back up. The Feldodorff case was 
handled in the ordinary manner and 
in line with proper prosecution. On 
the evidence secured by the police 
we were convinced that the place in- 
volved was of such a character that

FULLER NOT GOING TO PARIS

Drucker Retires From Bankruptcy 
Cases After Tuttle Takes Step 
Toward Removing Him.

Marcus Helfand, an attorney at 225 
Broadway, and Frank Drucker, his| 
chief clerk, both of whom were un- 
der fire by United States Attorney 
Tuttle for their actions in bankruptcy 
cases, resigned yesterday as receivers | 
and trustees in all cases in which 
they had been acting in either ca- 
pacity. Helfand had resigned on 
Wednesday as a member of the Fed- 
eral bar of this district. 

Federal Judge John C. Knox said 
that Helfand’s resignation made it 
unnecessary to continue the unfin- 
ished investigation of Helfand’s fit- 
ness to practice at the Federal] bar | 
here, and that unless Mr. Tuttle and | 
David P. Siegel, Helfand’s attorney, | 
requested it, he would render no de- 
cision and would permit the record | 
of the inquiry to stand as it was. | 

Mr. Siegel, who was in court with | 
Helfand, arose to explain that he felt | 
the more serious charges against | 
Helfand, which involved his use of | 
Federal Judge Francis A. Winslow's: 
name, had been disproved. He was! 
interrupted by Judge Knox, who| 
called his attention to the fact that) 
the hearings had not been concluded |

and that it had been thought Hel-! 
fand would again take the stand. 


Says Finding Would Be Academic. 


Mr. Tuttle said he would be glad | 
to join Mr. Siege] in a request for a| 
finding by Judge Knox, meaning he) 
would welcome a decision on the tes-| 
timony already adduced. Mr. Siegel | 


replied: 
“Since a finding would be merely | 
academic, I think we shall stand as| 


we are.”’ 

Mr. Tuttle then moved for an order | 
for Drucker to show cause why he| 
should not be removed as receiver | 
and trustee in all cases in which he| 
was now acting in either capacity. | 
Judge Knox had said he would en-| 
tertain such a motion. Mr. Siegel} 
interposed: | 

“T think we may be able to save! 
Mr. Tuttle the trouble.’’ 

“T rather suspected so,’’ comment- | 
ed Mr. Tuttle. Drucker’s resignation 
was not tendered, however, until 
much later in the day. 

Mr. Tuttle charged in court that} 
Helfand had been guilty of ‘‘subter- 
fuge and concealment’’ in connection | 
with bankruptcy cases and had at- 
tempted to cover up his actions only} 
when “‘in danger of public exposure.”’ 
He declared testimony in the investi- 
gation of Helfand’s fitness to prac-| 
tice at the Federal bar had shown 
that money had passed from Hel- 
fand’s to Drucker’s bank account and

that the reasons given therefor had 
been ‘‘lame excuses.”’ 

‘‘We find many receiverships,’’ de- 
clared Mr. Tuttle, ‘‘in which there 
are debits and corresponding credits 
to Helfand’s personal bank account. 
When I demanded Helfand’s per- 
sonel check books for April, ay, 
June and July, 1926, his counse] said 
he had lost them.

SHIP YIELDS $30,000 LIQUOR | 


Bottles Found in Rag Bales in Liner 
at Hoboken—Club Here Raided. 


Customs agents seized $30,000 
worth of liquors yesterday from the 
Cosmopolitan liner Vincent at her 
Hoboken pier. This was the second 
important seizure since the Customs 
Enforcement Bureau transferred the 
centre of its activities from French 
line vessels to the Hoboken piers. 

Wednesday afternoon five customs 
men boarded the Vincent and came 
in with her to Hoboken. In examin- | 
ing bales of rags in Hatch 3 they | 
smelled alcohol and set a guard upon | 
the hatch for that night. Yesterday 
twenty-five customs agents examined 
the 300 bales in the hatch and found 
they contained champagne, cognac 
and triple sec. 

Deputy Surveyor John-H.° McGill, 
explaining the $30,000 valuation, said 
triple sec sold in night clubs for $40 
a bottle. 

Two weeks ago. customs agents | 
seized 500 cases of liquor aboard the | 
American Diamond liner Coamo 
County at Pier 2, Hoboken. That 
seizure represented the shifting of 
their operations from the French 
line ships. The French line was held 
blameless, but it was’ found that 
members of the crews had been 
bringing in liquor. . 

Federal agents raided the Alcove 
Club at 117 West Forty-seventh 
Street shortly after noon yesterday, 
seized beer and assorted liquors and 
arrested David Graver, manager, of 
95 Second Avenue; William Downey, | 
bartender, of 227 Waverly Place, 
and Choy Lum, a porter, of 261 West 
108th Street. About fifty patrons in 
the club were not molested. 

The men arrested were charged 
with sale and possession of liquor. 
The sale of liquor is a violation of 
the Jones la , which carries a maxi- 
mum penalty of five years in prison 
and a $10,0C9-fine.

TALK OF BELGRADE CHANGE, 


Cabinet. ignores Rumor of Revision 
—To Seek Vatican Concordat. 
Wireless to THe New York Times. 


BELGRADE, March 21.—Rumors 
of an impending radical reconstruc- 
tion of the Cabinet set up more than 
two months ago by King Alexander 
when he took the reins of govern- 
ment into his own hands were still 
unconfirmed tonight after the Minis- 
terial meeting, which lasted until 
late in the evening. 

An official communiqué which was 
issued largely confined itself to a re- 
iteration of the reform plans long 
ago announced, but still to be car- 
ried out. The communiqué, in fact, 
stated that the government’s pro- 
gram is still strictly limited to the 
royal manifesto given out by the 
King on Jan. 7. It envisages the 
removal of the State administration 
from politics, the reduction of the 
number of Ministries from eighteen 
to thirteen and the division of Yugo- 
slavia into new provinces. The only 
new item is the announcement that 
a concordat will be sought with the 
Vatican. 


FIRES RAGE AT TARRYTOWN. 


Help From Other Town Called as 
Grass Blazes Spread.

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., March 21.— 
With grass fires raging in every sec- 
tion of the community, one of which 
destroyed the Brown ice house, 
covering an acre plot, Tarrytown to- 
night was obliged to call upon out- 
side communities for aid. Five units 
were called into action from North 
Tarrytown and one from Glenville. 
Fires were raging on properties 
owned by Emil Berolzheimer, Helen 
Gould Shepherd, General Howard 
Carroll, Hackley School and Thomas 
K. Luke’ properties at one time. 
Burning embers from the ice house 
were carried more than a mile, start- 
ing fires all over the village. Stu- 
dents of the Hackley Boys’ School 
fought an outbreak which occurred 
on their property. 

Trolley traffic between here and 
White Plains was blocked. One of 
the fire trucks was surrounded by 
fire before the firemen could get 
water on the flames and was badly 
damaged. 


Manciu Amnesty Is Expected.

VIENNA, March 21.—The commit- 
tee of Rumanians living in the 
United States has sent a memoran- 
dum to Premier Maniu requesting 
immediate amnesty for political pris- 
oners and fugitives. M. Maniu has 
not given his answer, but it is under- 
stood he is likely to decree a general 
amnesty on May 10, the anniversary 
of the union of Transylvania and 
Rumania.

ALLIES’ PERIL GAYE 
FOCH HIS BIG CHANCE 


Marshal’s Death Recalls Dark 
Days of War When German 
Victory Threatened. 


FOUGHT HARD FOR UNITY 


Then at Meeting at Doullens Haig 
Yielded and Foch Became 
Interallied Chieftain. 


By EDWIN L. JAMES. 
Special Cable to Tux NEw York TiMEs, 
PARIS, March 21.—Today, while 
the world is mourning the passing of 
the great captain who led eleven na- 
tions to victory in the most tremen- 


dous war of all times, one’s mind 
drifts back a decade to the memory 
of the sombre days which brought 
Marshal Foch his opportunity. The 


darkness which shrouded the allied | 
hopes in the early Spring of 1918 was i 


areey hidden from the world at 
large by the working of military cen- 
sorship, and the truth having come 


to light only when the nations were | 
wrapped in the excitement of peace- | 
making, its poignancy has never been 


fully felt. 
Those who lived in France through 
that tragic and majestic year of 1918 


will recall that in March the Ger-| 


mans had destroyed the Fifth British 
Army and had crt:a great gap be- 
tween the two allied armies. They 
had torn a gap at the weakest allied 
point, where the British and French 
armies were joined. Marshal Haig 
had no more reserves; the French 
Army was heavily taxed, and the 
Americans were not yet ready to play 
their big réle in the fighting. The 
roads were filled with French refu- 
gees driven from their homes by the 
great German drive. The British were 
moving back toward the sea; Amiens 
was threatened, and the evacuation 
of Paris had been officially discussed. 

A few weeks before, in London, 
General Foch, acting as the French 
Government adviser, had given his| 
warning of the coming German at- 
tack and had predicted exactly what 
would happen. He had said that if 
matters stood as they were, with the 
lack of cooperation between the Brit- 
ish and French, the Germans would 
push in between them. At that time 
he pleaded for a united allied com- 
mand, but Marshal Haig was then

_— of rejunction of the French and 

ritish forces. That same night, 
Marshal Foch handed to Premier 
Clémenceau a letter setting forth his 
ideas on how to avert the castas- 
trophe. At that time the ‘Tiger’ 
pointed to the difficulties which had 
always met the idea of a united com- | 
mand, and suggested that he might 
attempt to undertake a _ liaison. 
Marshal Foch said that that would | 
not do. | 

“You are in agreement with Haig | 
and Petain when you are with them. | 
When you have gone, each works 
conscientiously, but the liaison is not | 
maintained.”’ 

During this same night, President 
Poincaré sent a note to M. Clémen-| 
ceau suggesting an immediate inter- | 
view with the British authorities. | 
Lord Milner, having arrived in 
Paris, he went late on the afternoon 
of the twenty-fifth with M. Clémen- | 
ceau, Marshal Foch and Louis Lou-| 
cheur, Minister of Munitions, to the 
French headquarters at Compiegne. 
The interview proved inconclusive 
because of the absence of Marshal 
Haig and Marshal Wilson, and it 
was decided to hold a meeting the 
next day at Amiens, the meeting | 
place being later changed to Doul- 
lens. 

That night Marshal Wilson arrived 
in Paris and put forth the idea of 
naming M. Clémenceau as the allied | 
leader, with Marshal Foch as Chief 
of Staff. The next morning this pro- | 

osal was put up to Marshal Foch | 
by Marshal Wilson. The French- 
man condemned it as impracticable. 
The next day at noon, Poincaré, 
Clémenceau, Foch and _ Loucheur, 
met Milner, Haig and Wilson in the 
little town hall at Doullens. ‘ 

They went immediately into a dis- 
cussion of plans for a further re- 
treat. Marshal Foch interrupted to 
say that there must be no more re- 
treat. 

‘“‘We must hold where we are,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Do not talk about Paris. We 
must hold here, and Paris has 
nothing to do with this discussion.” 

Tt was at this moment that Mar- 
shal Haig said, ‘If General Foch 
will consent to give me directions, I 
will follow them willingly.’ 

That was the crucial moment. M. 
Clémenceau turned to Lord Milner, 
who replied that he agreed: M. Clé- 
menceau turned to Marshal Petain, 
who answered: “I accept whatever 
is necessary and useful to save my 
country. I have no other preoccupa- 
tion.”’ 1 

M. Clémenceau grasped a pencil and 
paper and drafted an agreement. It 
read as follows: ‘‘General Foch is 
charged by the English and French | 
Governments to coordinate the action 
of the English and French Armies 
on the western front. To this end

On Tuesday, the day of the funeral, 
all shops and places of business will 
be closed as a sign of national 
mourning.

In these little villages peasants 
have placed bouquets with inscrip- 
tions in memory of Marshal Foch 
upon the pedestals of their soldier 
monuments. In all cities of France— 
Marseilles, Metz, Lyons, Toulouse, 
Bourdeaux, Lille, Strasbourg and Le | 
Havre—Chambers of Commerce and 
municipal councils met, designating 
delegations to represent their com- 
munities at the Marshal’s funeral. 

In military circles, where his loss 
is felt perhaps most keenly, the news 
has been received in accordance with 
the words of Marshal Pétain, who 
said that those who fought under 
the great hero, or who knew him, | 
could only greet his death by ‘‘med- 
itation and by silence.’’ The an- 
nouncement of the Marshal’s death | 
has been read in the parade grounds 
of every barracks, and in the mil- 
itary schools. Some instructors have 
been designated to give lectures re- 
viewing the Marshal’s career and 
enumerating his most famous mili- 
tary precepts. 


Messages From All Over World. 


This has been a day of grief in 
Paris—of grief which was not poig- 
nant and chilling, as when death 


comes tragically, but tender and 
mournful, as for those who died in 
the ripeness of old age. their work 
accomplished and their rest well! 
earned. Dressed in his uniform and 
laid in an open coffin between two 
candles in the salon of his home in 
the old Rue de Grenelle, within a 
stone’s throw of the Invalides, where 
his body will rest beside the ashes 
of Napoleon, Marshal Foch has held 
today almost his last review. 

From all corners of the world mes- 
sages of all kinds have come. Presi- 
dent Doumergue was among the 
first of the Marshal’s friends to see 
him in death. Then came his clos- 
est associate in the war, the man 
who was his right arm, General 
Weygand. His brother, Father 
Foch, who is a Jesuit priest, knelt 
long in prayer besid2 the bier. 
“The Lord has given and the Lord 
has taken away. Blessed be the 
name of the Lord,’’ he was heard to 
murmur. 

A minutes later it was Georges 
Clemenceau, walking sturdily, 
though with a cane, who came 
and leaned a few minutes over 
the body, taking his farewell of 
the man whom he had made Com- 
mander of all the allied armies 
and to whom, years before, he had | 
given promotion and picked out for 
honor and future service. 


Clemenceau Mourns Loss. 


“It is unjust,’’ he said. ‘‘He was 


my junior and it is I who come to 
salute him who is dead.’’ Then, as 
he moved away, he added to those 
who waited by the door and to 
General Weygand: ‘‘With such col- 
laborators we were certain to win 
the war.”’

Blind Deputy a Mourner. 


There were others who were ad- 
mitted to the death chamber. Among 
them was the blind Deputy Scapini, 
president of the League of War 
Blinded. ‘If only I had my eyes 
again to see him once more,”’ he said 
as he was led out into the street. 

All day long Ambassadors and 
Ministers, officials of every Depart- 
ment of State, representatives of 
every political party and every pub- 
lics institution, filed through the 
court of honor of the old mansion 
to write their names in the register. 
Among them came Baron von 
Hoesch, German Ambassador, and 
his Austrian colleague. 

In the Senate, President Paul 
Doumergue paid a moving tribute 
to the dead commander as every one 
stood up. The upper house suspend- 
ed its session for an hour in sign 
of mourning. 

At a meeting of the Académie 
Francaise, of which the Marshal was 
a member, Chancellor Maurice 
Paléologue read a farewell message, 
closing with the adieu of Bospuet to 
Prince Condé: 

“You will live forever in our 
memory as worthy of our praise and 
our rerrets.”’ 

During the day many members of 
the diplomatic corps paid a visit of 
condolence to the President of the 
republic, among them being the 
Spanish Ambassador, who came to 
express the regrets of King Alphonse 
and General Primo de Rivera. 


Home Opened to All. 


PARIS, March 21 (?).—It was at 
first intended that only high officials 
and intimate friends of the family 
should look upon the face of the 
departed soldier until the nation had 
taken charge of the body and it 
was placed in state with military 
pomp. As the day wore on, however, 
a throng of silent, respectful folk of 
all ages, all ranks and many races 
grew from hundreds to thousands 
and Mme. Foch decided to open her 
home to all, 

From 5 this evening to 7 the way 
was open for all to walk past the 
catafalque and look upon the sun- 
burned face of the Marshal, gleam- 
ing like wax in the light of two 
dozen tapers.

Colonel Douglas I. McKay, New 
York State Commander of the Amer- 
ican Legion, has unofficially re- 
quested all organizations and indivi- 
duals to observe the mark of re- 
spect to the memory of the war 
commander.

ing for Marshal Foch had particular 
significance. New York University’s 
flags were flown at half-staff as a 
mark of respect to a noted military 
leader and also for an honorary 
member of the alumni body. Chan- 
cellor Elmer Ellsworth Brown issued 
a statement telling how deep an im- 
pression had been made on all by 
Marshal Foch when he received the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
in November, 1921. 

A high mass of requiem will be of- 
fered for Marshal Foch in St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral on Wednesday 
morning at 10 o’clock at request of 
the French Consulate and the 
French Church of St. Vincent de 
Paul, West Twenty-third Street. 
near Seventh Avenue. 

The Cardinal will preside in the 
sanctuary. Father Wucher, who is 
the dean of the French priests here, 
will be the celebrant of the mass. A 
eulogy in French will be delivered by 
the Rev. Father Julliet of Paris, who 
is preaching Lenten sermons in the 
Church of St. Vincent de Paul. A 
eulogy in English will be delivered 
by Mgr.

HERRICK TO ACT FOR HOOVER 


Will Represent President at Funeral 
—General Pershing Will Ap- 
pear for the Army.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The 
War Department today designated 
General John J. Pershing, who is in 
Paris, to represent the United States 
Army at the funeral of Marshal 
Foch, and arranged to accord the 
late allied Generalissimo on the day 
of the funeral the same honors that 
would be rendered to distinguished 
American soldiers. The honors will 
be similar to those which the United 


States paid at the time of his death 
to General Lafayette on orders of 
President Jackson, and France at 
the time of his death to General 
Washington. 

At the same time, Myron T. Her- 
rick, Ambassador to France, was 
appointed by President Hoover to be 
his special representative at the 
funeral. 

On the day of the funeral a salute 
of twenty-one guns will be fired at 
every post and station of the army, 
commencing at reveille. Thereafter, 
at an interval of every half hour, 
one gun will be fired until. sunset 
of the same day. The flags at all 
military posts will be displayed at 
half mast during the day of the fu- 
neral. 

This read in part as follows: ‘‘In 
obedience to the commands of the 
President, the following funeral hon- 
ors will be paid at the several sta- 
tions of the army: 

“At daybreak twenty-four guns 
will be fired in quick succession, 
and one gun at the interval of every 
| half hour thereafter till sunset. 

‘The flags of the several stations 
will, during the day, be at half 
mast. 

“This order will be carried into 
effect under the direction of the 
commanding officer of each post 
and station, the day after the re- 
ception.”’ 

War Department records show 
how the army of France paid 
marked funeral honors for General 
George Washington. Upon receipt 
of news of his death in 1799 the 
French Army rendered appropriate 
honors and Napoleon Bonaparte, the 

First Consul, attended Federal ser- 
vices held in memory of General 
Washington. 

Another historical incident has 
been brought into prominence by the 
designation of General Pershing as 
the representative of the army at 
the funeral of Marshal Foch. Eleven 
years ago today, on March 21, there 
started the German attacks on the 
British front. On March 23 there 
commenced the shelling of Paris by 
a large gun from a distance of sev- 
lenty miles. In ‘“‘A Guide to the 
| American Battle Fields in Europe,” 
prepared under the personal direc- 
tion of General Pershing, there ap- 
pears the following ‘statement as to 
the action which he took at that 
time. Pah 

“General Pershing, appreciating 
the gravity of the allied position, and 
deferring for the moment the execu- 
tion of his plan of forming an Ameri- 
can army, went to General Foch 
while this first drive was in prog- 
ress, and said: 

‘*‘T have come to say to you that 
the American people would hold it a 
great honor for our troops were they 
engaged in the present battle. I ask 
it of you in my name and in that of 
the American weople. There is at 
this moment no other question than 
that of fighting. Infantry, artillery, 
aviation—all that we have—are yours

| Mrs. J. Horace Harding Gives It

PHILADELPHIA, March 21.—The 
eighteenth century Beauvais tapestry 
which was the subject of a year’s 


controversy between France and the 
United States has been given to the 
Pennsylvania Museum by Mrs. Doro- 
thea Barney Harding of New York 
City in memory of her husband, J. 
Horace Harding, Director Kimball of 
the museum announced today. 

The tapestry, which was purchased 
by Mr. Harding just prior to his 
death, will be placed on exhibition 
Sunday in the French Gallery of the 
new. Museum of Art. 

It was sold at auction in Paris to 
P. W. French & Co. for $125,000, 
which is said to be the highest price 
paid for a tapestry last year. The 
final purchase price was not stated. 

The sale of the tapestry resulted in 
a controversy between the French 
Government and the United States. 
It was brought to this country, then 
returned to Paris and was finally 
released to the New York buyers, 
| where it was later purchased by the 
Harding family. ;

ASKS RADIOSTATIONS 
FOR BUSINESS DATA 


Federal Board’s Counsel Sends 
Out Questionnaire on Time 
Sold, Profits, Ownership. 


MUST BE RETURNED APRIL 10 


Seeks 
of 


Engineering Department 
Information on Service 
Stations and Limitations.

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Two 
new questionnaires were sent out by 
the Radio Commission today to 
every broadcasting station, in addi- 
tion to the questionnaire which must 
be filled out on the application 
blanks by the stations when they ap- 
ply for licenses. The new questions 
were propounded by the legal and 
engineering division of the commis- 
sion and must be filled out and re- 
turned not later than April 10. 

The legal division is requesting in- 
formation as to the nature of the | 
principal business engaged in by the 
licensee, also if its principal busi- 
ness is broadcasting. Information is 


asked as to the names of persons, 
firms or corporations holding control 
of the stock and the nature of their 
business. 

Another question is whether the 
station is being used to directly or 
indirectly create good-will or to ad- | 
vertise a business. Details as to 
whether the station is used for direct 
advertising are requested, including 
the amount of time the station is op- 
erating each week and how much 
of this time is sold, the rates 
charged, the names of the concerns 
to which time is being sold and the 
nature of their business. 

Stations are asked whether they 








are operated at a profit and if so, 
the amount of the profit; also the 
gross annual cost of operating, the 
name of the chain to which the sta- 
tion belongs, if any, and similar 
intimate details. 

The engineering division asks the 
stations’ estimate of their service 
range in miles, daytime and night, 
Winter and Summer; the approxi- 
mate population of their service area 
based on the estimate of average 
Summer and Winter population; de- 
tails of field strength measurements; 
the limitation due to stations operat- 
ing on the same frequency, and 
whether the range is limited by 
heterodyne. . 

“Based on all of your experience,”’ 
the engineering division nae ““espe- 
cially with regard to powers used by 
your station and pa used by 
other stations operating on the same 
frequency with you, state what dis- 
tance apart on the average should 
stations be placed that operate on 
the same frequency and have the 
same power.”’ 

The commission today asked the 
War Department if the detail of 
Captain Guy Hill as broadcasting 
expert of the commission can be pro- 
longed until Dec. 31, at which time 
the commission becomes an appellate 
body unless Congress further amends | 
the radio law.

Ex-Governor Alfred E. Smith blew 
one shrill blast on a golden whistle 
last night in the Bronx and all ths 
elephants, clowns and freaks, the 
acrobats, equilibrists and eques- 
triennes of Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum €& Bailey circus came 
marching out in their multi-colored 
trappings to amuse and amaze be- 
holders. It was the start of the 
Ringling circus season—an unusual 
start which was made the occasion 
for a borough celebration in the 
Bronx. It marked the opening to 
the public of the New York Coli- 
seum, an. area seating some 14,000 
persons, at Bronx River and 177th 
Street. 

In honor of the occasion the Bronx 
Chamber of Commerce had decorated 
the near-by streets with streamers 
and flags and brought out a large 
contingent of its membership with 
wives and cousins, aunts and chil- 
‘dren to give both the circus and 
coliseum a suitable sendoff.

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INTERSTATE TUBE ~ 
ACROSS CITY URGED 


Direct Link Between Jersey and 
Long Island Advocated by 
Paul Windels, 


A direct underground traffic route 
between Long Island and New Jer- 
sey which would pass entirely under 
the borough of Manhattan was viz- 
ualized yesterday by Paul Windels, 
counsel of the New York State 
Bridge and Tunnel Commission, at a 
luncheon of the Women’s National 
Republican Club, 8 East Thirty-sev- 
enth Street. Mr. Windels urged the 
construction of a second interstate 
tunnel under the Hudson River in 


direct line with the proposed et ter. 


eighth. Street tunnel to Queens, s 
gesting that the profits of the Hol. 
land Tunnel might be used to finance 
New York’s share of the project. 

Mr. Windels, thought his: proposed 
tube a gr be followed by similar 
tubes the Battery, Fourteenth 
Street, Fifty-ninth Street and 125th 
Street, declaring that traffic conges- 
tion and the further growth of the 
city would ultimately require such 
additional facilities. 

“The income from the Holland 
Tunnel,” he said, ‘‘is increasing so 
rapidly that it is evident that it will 
earn enough for the State of New 
York to pay for New York’s share 
of the cost of the second interstate 
tunnel in about. the time it takes to 
build it. New York is thus in the 
unusually favorable ition of bein: 
able to finance its share of the cos 
of the second interstate tunnel out 
of the profits of the present tunnel, 
and thus avoid either taking the 
cost out of current revenues raised 
by taxes or having to borrow the 
money, thereby burdening the project 
with a.tremendous interest charge.”’ 

Mr. Windels said that it was prob- 
able. that the net.earnings over op- 
erating costs of the Holland Tunnel 
for 1929 will be between $4,500,000 
and $5,000,000, and estimated that by 
1934 the tunnel will be used to ca- 
pacity and the profits will amount 

© $7,500,000 annually. He did not 
rato he said, the ‘‘tunnel authority 
bonds” and urged the use of city 
bonds, which would mean the saving 
of ‘‘many millions of dollars in in- 
terest charges’ in the construction 
of other tunnels, City bonds, he 
pointed out, can command a lower 
rate of interest and a more favor- 
able market. 

“There seems to be a general con- 
sensus of opinion,’’ he continued, 
“that the second interstate tunnel 
should connect the midtown section 
of Manhattan with Weehawken. 
Speaking only as an individual and 
not presuming to forecast official 
plans, it would seem to me that the

Ruddy- 
man, owned by H. Gordon Selfridge, 
is picked as one of the best of the 
outsiders entered in the classic. The 
former Chicagoan himself declares 
that his entry has a much better 
chance than the odds indicate. 

Among the British jumpers, Great 
Span, Grakle, Lloydie and Master 
Billie are favorites, with Ardeen 
rated as a likely outsider. 

The Grand National may be won 
or lost in the start. With the new 
starting gate of six belts of webbing 
stretched across the course, the dan- 
ger of a false get-away is greatly les- 
sened, and Aintree officials declare 
that there is ample room for a field 
of sixty in a straight line. There is 
a big bulge in the width of the course 
at the start, but a difficulty is pre- 
sented in the narrowing of the track 





as it approaches the first hedge, 546 , 


yards from the post. 

A mad scramble for position to 
take this fence, four feet six inches | 
high and only two feet nine inches 
wide, may be one of the deciding 
factors in the whole, chase. 

Every jockey who tumbles here 
will do his best to catch his horse, | 
remount and gallop to overtake the 
field, remembering that the Grand 
National is not won until the last 
hedge is taken. 

The race is like a hare and tortoise | 
contest. Its glorious uncertainty is 
what race-goers enjoy. Billy Barton, 
while leading the field last year, 
stumbled at the last fence and let 
old Tipperary Tim snatch victory 
from him.

HE Grand National is ‘everybody’s race before it 
is run. It has been seventeen years since a favor- 
ite came down the stretch and over the line to 

win. Of the forty-odd horses that started last year, 
only two finished and only the winner, Tipperary Tim, 
went over the course without falling. 

The Grand National is everybody's race in another 
way. Literally, millions of people who have little if 
any interest in the running of regular race meets or 
“the improvement of the breed’’ are stirred up over 
the Grand National for the spectacular element in it, 
the terrific strain on the jumpers and the danger to 
the riders. It has the lure that once went with bal- 
loon ascensions, with loop-the-loop exhibitions at cir- 
cuses, with Santos-Dumont sailing his rickety ‘‘flying 
cigar’’ aroun1 the Eiffel Tower in Paris. 

On the Aintree course of ‘‘about four and a half 
miles’? there are some thirty jumps over rail fences, 
hedges and ditches. There are upgrades and down- 
grades, straigh: stretches and sharp turns. When a 
1-to-5 or 1-to-7 favorite goes to the post in an ordinary 
flat race, the expression around the track is that ‘‘you 
are just betting that the favorite won’t fall down.” 


| That goes for almost any horse in the Grand National, 


favorite or rank outsider. Most of them fall down. 


The Big Pilgrimage. 

For several days past there has been a migration to- 
ward Liverpoel fcom all directions. The arrivals came 
in airplanes, steamships, autos, dogcarts, farm wagons, 
trains and tram cars. They came on horseback, on 
bicycles and on foot. 

Such races as the Grand National and the Epsom 
Derby are great events in jolly old England. Travel- 
ing shows are set up in the fields near the race course. 
Fortune tellers, magicians, sword-swallowers, jugglers 
and mountebanks of all kinds are on hand to show 
their artistry or work the’r wiles, just as you please 
to put it. 

The hotels are crammed. The inn§ are overflowing. 
The ‘‘pubs’’ are thronged and noisy. The nights be- 
fore the race see wayfarers begging shelter at cot- 
tages and farmhouses along the road. Many of the 
pilgrims spend the night in the open, sleeping under 
trees or hedges. It isn’t bad if it doesn’t rain, but it 
usually rains. 

There are ‘‘bookies’”’ for all classes, from the famous 
layer who will take a bet of 10,000 pounds sterling 
without batting an eye to the tattered individual on 
the outskirts who solicits wagers of a ‘‘bob’’ or a 
“tanner’’ for his book. Every one likes to have ‘a 
flutter’’ on some entry, perhaps through local pride 
in the breeding of the horse, friendship with the 
owner, trainer, jockey or hostler, or just for the fun 
of the thing. 


Running for Uncle Sam. 


On this side of the Atlantic there is added interest 
in the great jumping race because of the entries of 
Easter Hero, Ace II, Billy Barton and other horses 
owned by turfmen of this country, but the only jumper 
that is really entitled to the united support of Repub- 
licans, Democrats and the Farmer-Labor party is 
Billy Barton, the only American-bred, American- 
trained and American-owned timber-topper in the Ain- 
tree fieid. 

If courageous Billy, an equine hero of last year’s 
race, can’t win, it would please all patriotic American 
citizens if some other American-owned thoroughbred 
came sailing over the jumps to take the big prize. 
But as far as the average observer in this country is 


concerned, Billy will carry the banner and the popu- 
lar vote. 

There are some who think that Billy Barton’s 
chances of winning were damaged when the horse 
was brought back to this country after last year’: 
race and sent over again to train for this year’s con- 
test. As a rule, horses are not improved by sea 
voyages. 

The Grand National is such an all-around gamble, 
however, that a little thing like a previous sea voy- 
age can be thrown out of the reckoning. It’s easier 
to cross the ocean than it is to clear the canal jump 
on the second lap. Probably some rank outsider will 
come on to win when all the favorites are down, but 
in the meanwhile all the hunting folk of Maryland, 
where Billy Barton was a familiar sight in the hunting 
field, are sticking to the hopeful slogan: ‘‘Come on, 
Billy!’”’ 


A Punching Party. 


It’s odd to find a fighter going into a match the 
favorite over a rival who knocked him out the last 
time they clashed, but that’s the way it is in this Mc- 
Larnin-Miller affair scheduled for the Garden this 
evening. They met in Detroit some time ago, and the 
referee halted the bout in the eighth round because 
of a severe cut over McLarnin’s eye. Smiling Jimmy 
was running second, anyway, so stfopving the bout 
didn’t make much difference except in the record book 
where it went as a knockout. 

It was said or McLarnin’s behalf that he had taken 
Miller altogether too lightly as an opponent. That 
was his first mistake. His next mistake was in watch- 
ing Miller's right through the early rounds. Jimmy 
explained that by saying that he couldn’t see Miller’s 
left; it was always in his eye. 

On his record, Miller must be put down as an in- 
and-outer. He has lost to some mediocre performers 
and has beaten some really good men. But he has 
courage and a punch. He knocked out Lope Tenorio 
in two rounds, and Lope is rated as tough as battle- 
ship armor. It is the only knockout stain cn Tenorio’s 
record. 


Courage to Spare. 


Another thing abcut Miller is that he can get up off 
the floor and go on to win. He proved that in his 
bout with Tommy Grogan, the young gentleman who 
sports the fanciest vests in pugilistic circles. The 
gent of the wonderful weskits connected solidly with 
the Miller chin six times and the Miller chin connected 
just as solidly with the canvas an equal number of 
times. 

But Miller was stubborn about it. He was deter- 
mined to whip Grogan. Probably he had seen him 
wearing one of those fancy vests and was eager to 
make the punishment fit .the crime. In any event, he 
got up off ihe floor six times, and in the fourth round 
he had the pleasure of leaning nonchalantly against 
the ropes in a neutral correr while Grogan took a ten- 
second snooze on the canvas. 

McLarnin, of course, is famed as a hitter. He has a 
right cross that whips through the air like a sling- 
shot. Sammy Mandell managed to keep out of the 
way of his right and give Jimmy a little boxing les-- 
son on the side, but other lads around this area were 
not so lucky. Jimmy laid them end to end. 

When two punchers like this are matched, the ref- 
eree should really be picked ahead of time so that he 
could warm up his counting voice and run over his 
numbers.

wholesome and helpful. 

In any case, that is the best we 
have to hope for. To dream of busi-

THE WORLD'S WEATHER. 


This is the day of meteorological 
research. A great deal remains to 
be known before seasonal forecasts 
| can be made with confidence. Sci- 


| entists agree that storm centres in 
lthe Arctic and Antarctic determine 


| and the seas south and north respec- 
tively. They believe that regular 
polar bulletins would make me- 
teorology a more exact science. By 
| comparing them with temperatures, 
| rainfall and wind velocities in the 
| tropics and temperate zone a sound 
theory of coming weather might be 
| worked out to benefit agriculture 
| as well as shipping and practical 
| aeronautics. 

It is the view of Sir FREDERIC 
STUPART, director of the Dominion 
meteorological service of Canada, 
that “a systematic investigation of 
“radiation at a number of north- 
“ern stations in Canada would yield 
“results that would throw light on 
“the development of high areas and 
“cold waves.” Stations established 
in the Dominion north of the Arctic 
Circle have been helpful, and it has 
been recommended that others be 
added at Coronation Gulf, Chester- 
field Inlet, Ponds Inlet and Church- 
ill. The Chesterfield region is said 
to be the coldest in Winter in North 
America. Sir FREDERIC believes that 
if Russia were to set up stations at 
the New Siberian islands and on the 
shore of Bering Strait “‘ data would 
“be afforded for a much more 
“accurate knowledge of conditions 
“that lead to the development of 
& Arctic anticyclones.” 

In such a vast area as the north 
polar basin meteorological stations 
should be widely scattered, and it is 
the purpose of the International

Franz Josef Land, Peary Land, 
Grant Land, Wrangel Island and 
Banks Land. Dr. SVERDRUP main- 
tains that as much of the Arctic 
basin is ice-pack, it would be nec- 
essary to have stations in the Arctic 
Sea, a plan which he considers not 
to be attended with serious hazard. 
He has a plausible plan of using 
portable houses for the purpose. 
Allowances would have to be made 
for drift. A dirigible airship service 
would, of course, be needed. 
Without Antarctic stations the 
Arctic enterprise would not com- 
mend itself to scientists like the 
Scandinavian BJERKNES, Sir NAPIER 
SHAW, and our own Professor 
Hoses. Sir HUBERT WILKINS has a 
plan for a chain of stations in the 
far south which he discussed at the 
Whitehall Club on Wednesday. Ar- 
gentina has already taken the lead 
in the matter with stations on Ant- 
arctic islands. ‘‘ We hope,” he said, 
speaking for the Meteorological So- 
ciety and the Aero-Arctic Society, 
“to establish seven stations on the 
“edge of the continental area and 
“five on subantarctic islands.” The 
governments of Africa, Australia, 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile and India 
have promised Sir HUBERT support. 
He quoted BJERKNES and SHAW as 
saying that with stations in the 
Arctic and Antarctic, meteorological 
forecasts could be improved 50 per 
cent. They would cover entire sea- 
sons and should be invaluable to 
farmers and planters, aiding them 
not only to plant the right acre- 
age but to stabilize prices. In the 


| sequel there would be advantages 


to commerce, also to shipping and 
aeronautics. 


A GRADUAL APPROACH. 


Reports of the moderate methods to 
be followed by the Administration in 
regard to prohibition enforcement 
must -have been prompted by a 
sense of the strong indignation, 
rather than apprehension, which the 
Jones law has provoked. Judge 
COLEMAN’S discriminating scheme 
for the imposition of penalties under 
it, though wisely left a little vague, 
was also reassuring; but the public 
cannot forget that there are fanat- 
ical Judges without discretion. Can 
the Department of Justice restrain 
them? The sinister fact is always 
in the background that a trivial 
offense has been swollen into a fel- 
ony. Mr. HOOVER wishes gradually 
to educate the people to the neces- 
sity of respect for alllaw. It is just 
after the Jones law was piled on the 
Volstead law that the educational 
process is to begin. 

The prohibition laws do not stand 
on the same footing with most other 
laws. It is not law that keeps peo- 
ple from committing burglary or 
arson or murder. It is their own 
moral sense; the moral sense of the 
community. Mr. HOOVER undertakes, 
no doubt with a full comprehension 
of its difficulty, the belated task of 
creating a moral sentiment and pub- 
lic opinion. Prohibition put the cart 
before the horse. First the amend- 
ment and the enforcement laws, then 
“a campaign of education” to ob- 
tain the missing moral sanctions. 

There have been plenty of pro- 
posals for the reform of judicial 
processes and administration, sur- 
veys of causes of crime, surveys of 
prohibition. It may be doubted if 
the public whose education is to be 
provided for will take a thrilling in- 
terest in the labors of Mr. Hoo- 
VER’S Law Enforcement Commission.

THE NORSE ROMANCE. 


All the world loves a lover—even 
if, in a democratic age, it is a royal 
lover. The young Prince OLAF of 
Norway, born son of a Prince of 
Denmark, but in England, and 
grandson to King EDWARD VII, hav- 
ing the figure and likeness of a 
young Viking, tall and fair as 
HAROLD HAARFARGR, loving the sea 
and adventure, yet undergoing the 
training of an English university, in 
bringing home to Oslo the Princess 
MARTHA of Sweden has united all 
Scandinavia in cordial sentiment 
and has offered a bit of romance to 
a practical world. The Prince and 
Princess were born before Sweden 
and Norway were politically sepa- 
rated. The two States are not likely 
to come together again, but the mar- 
riage of these royal children creates 
a union of feeling which neither 
Storthing nor Riksdag is likely to 
put asunder. 

In the Poetic Edda, a compendium 
of Norse mythology and wisdom, one 
of the ballads, the “ Ballad of the

of the Book of Ecclesiastes, urges 
one to give praise to the day only 
when the evening has come, to a 
weapon only when it has been tried, 
to ice only when it has been crossed 
and to a woman only on her pyre. 
But one turns rather to the Ballad 
of Svipdagsmol, which ends in a hap- 
pier and more hopeful mood: 

Alike we yearned: I longed for thee 

And thou for my love hast longed; 

But now henceforth together we 

know 

Our lives to the end we shall live. 

Such is the sterling, steady char- 
acter developed in these regions of 
the North of common tradition and 
experience that such a venture is 
not like “starting o’er ice with a 
steed unshod.” And such is their 
real demecracy of spirit that princes 
are but the incarnations of the 
ideals of their youth—“ the glass, the 
school, the book” in which they all 
learn and read and look. Democ- 
racy’s dream is indeed of a nation 
in which all youth are of princely 
quality, even if she does not always 
dare to call them princes and prin- 
cesses by name. 

Presidents of republics may with 
consistency and good conscience 
send cordial greetings to such 
princely persons as these; and demo- 
cratic peoples may properly join in 
acclaim of this happy royal romance. 


AN OLD FRIEND OF FRANCE. 


Frenchmen will see in Ambassa- 
dor HERRICK’s gesture at the bier 
of Marshal FocH a symbol of the 
friendship of America for France 
which he has so well represented so 
long. At present this is all the more 
touching, since the farewell to the 
great Frenchman by his devoted 
friend comes at the close of Mr. 
HERRICK’S many years of devotion 
to the spirit of France, which Mar- 
shal Focu embodied. It was as suc- 
cessor to the late ROBERT BACON that 
Myron T. HERRICK first went to 
Paris before the war. President 
WILSON did not appoint his succes- 
sor until after the fatal August days 
in 1914 when all Europe exploded 
with war madness. This gave Mr. 
HERRICK the opportunity to do what 
none of his colleagues dared, and it 
won for him the undying admiration 
of. the French people. When the 
Germans were outside the gates of 
Paris, and the French Government 
moved to Bordeaux, Mr. HERRICK 
remained behind, ready to use his 
influence with the expected invaders 
to protect Paris. 

There followed the bitter war 


years, and the period of reconstruc- 
tion. In 1921, President HARDING, 
looking about for a man to preserve 
the friendship between France and 
America which was already suffer- 
ing from post-war reactions, chose 
Mr. HERRICK and sent him back to 
the Paris that loved him and that he 
loved. There for the last eight years 
of his long life of public usefulness 
he has sought to heal wounds, and 
to interpret France to the American 
Government. Under the strain his 
health has suffered grievously. He 
has well earned the rest that he 
craves—earned it by hard work, by 
unflagging devotion and by repeated 
personal sacrifices. To the French 
people he has continued to represent 
the best that America produces. 
Their faith in him has never been 
shaken. 

To choose his successor will be 
one of the most important tasks 
which the President and his new 
Secretary of State will have to take 
up. There are many candidates for 
the position. Whoever may go to 
Paris in his place will fall heir to 
the good-will which Mr. HERRICK 
has so assiduously built up for the 
American Ambassador. At the same 
time he will feel himself under the 
handicap of being constantly com- 
pared with a man who has achieved 
a rare popularity. With such an ex- 
ample before him, however, he will 
be the better able to live up to the 
reputation which Mr. HERRICK has 
established, of being an Ambassador 
without fear and without reproach.

And when it is realized that 
he has just sold some of his holdings 
for $30,000,000 he will have other 
visitors.

ABOUT KITTY FISHER. 


She Was Not Much of an Actress, 
but Had Other Qualities. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THe Times recently there was 
an appeal for information about Kitty 
Fisher, referred to in the query as 
an English actress of about 1740. 

Whatever Kitty Fisher’s stage 
career may have been, she does not 
seem to loom large in dramatic his- 
tory; in fact, in contemporary writ- 
ings she is usually mentioned as 
“Kitty Fisher the courtesan.’’ Her 
name was Catherine Maria Fisher, 
and, mainly because Sir Joshua Reyn- 
olds, who painted her portrait at 
least three times, customarily spelled 
her family name ‘‘Fischer’’ and once 
“Fisscher,’”’ it has been assumed, 
somewhat rashly I should say, that 
she was of German origin. 

Like Nell Gwyn, she seems to have 
appeared on the London scene as an 
orange girl. She is said to have 
been “‘introduced into public life’ by 
ensign, later Lieut. Gen., Anthony 
George Martin, nicknamed by the 
belles of the day ‘‘the military Cupid.”’ 
The young ensign fell into financial 
difficulties, but he and Kitty were 
always on good terms. She was re- 
puted a daring rider, a beauty and 
a wit, and was iaken seriously 
enough in her time to be made the 
subject of several satiric attacks; 
also she is the original of the charac- 
ter of Kitty Willis in Mrs. Crowley’s 
comedy ‘‘The Belle’s Stratagem.’’ 

In March 30, 1759, she printed a 
notice in The Public Advertiser pro- 
testing against slanderous attacks 
upon her and giving notice that cer- 
tain ‘‘memoirs’’ alleged to be hers, 
the publication of which was rumored

Speeding the Air Mail.

Harold Crary in his letter in Tae Times 
regarding the speed of air mail delivery 
misses the point I made recently. The weak 
link fn the chain, as I pointed out then, is 
not fn the air service, but in the ground ser- 
vice. The need at this moment is for faster 
service between the airports and the postal 
stations, and between the postal stations and 
the senders and receivers of mail. 

Why cannot we have a small airport near 
the heart of the city where low flying air- 
planes could drop sacks of mail into nets 
and then fly on to the main airport? This 
should save an hour or two on the delivery 
end anyway. 

I would also suggest that the rate for air 
mail should be raised so as to include special 
delivery service tn all cases. The increase 
need only be nominal, for while this part 
of the service might not be self supporting 
immediately I am sure it would soon become 
so.

NEED FOR MILK INQUIRY. 


Several Matters in Connection With 
Trade Require Adjusting. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I hope that Senator Hofstadter is 
successful in getting an impartial 
committee to investigate and expose, 
or exonerate, as the case may be, 
the milk monopoly which we are led 
to believe now exists. Many times 
I wonder how dairymen can possibly 
continue to supply milk of good 
quality to the New York milk shed 
for the prices they receive, taking 
into consideration the present high 
price of cattle, feed, labor and the 
ever-increasing taxes. The difference 
between the price the farmer receives 
and that paid to the distributers is 
too great and should be adjusted. 

Many econemic changes have taken 
place in the dairy business of late; 
the farmers have spent many thou- 
sands of dollars to improve their 
herds, in the installation of proper 
ventilation in their stables, and for 
the erection of modern milk houses, 
&c., to meet the requirements of 
boards of health. Both New York and 
Philadelphia have very strict and ef- 
ficient boards of health; their work is 
limited to sanitary requirements, &c., 
which is their proper function, how- 
ever costly they may be to the farmer; 
but marketing is a trade proposition. 

There is a great difference between 
Grade A milk in Philadelphia and 
New York; first, in the food value 
contained in a quart of milk, and 
secondly, in price. The Philadelphia 
dealers paya premium tothe producer, 
and I believe this effects a saving to 
the consumer through a better prod- 
uct purchased. If the consumers of 
New York were to receive the Phila- 
delphia Grade A milk for ten days 
they would soon see the difference, 
and would enjoy a real treat. Most 
of the Philadelphia supply of Grade 
A milk is delivered to the consumer 
on regular routes within thirty-six 
hours after production. This is due 
to the fact that Philadelphia dealers 
desire near-by milk and are willing to 
pay the producer a premium for it. 
The method used by some New York 
distributers in paying producers 
penalizes the farmer for producing 
a milk with higher food value.

FEWER AND BETTER LAWS. 


Suggestion That Grand Jurors Try to 

Check Annual Freshet of Statutes. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The Federal Grand Jury Associa- 
tion for the Southern District of New 
York within the next few days will 
send out a letter inviting every in- 
dividual in the panel who has not 
done so to become a member of the 
association. This letter will carry 
the imprint of ‘a phrase I have sug- 
gested—‘‘Fewer and Better Laws.”’ 
While I am acting with the full con- 
currence of the responsible members 
of the executive board, I ought to 
say that neither this nor any other 
motto has been adopted by the mem- 
bership at large. 

The chief object of the association 
is to assist in the enforcement of 
law; but if the inundation of new 
laws on every conceivable subject is 
to continue indefinitely, law enforce- 
ment will soon become impracticable. 

It is inevitable that new concepts 
of social relations and responsibili- 
ties should become embodied in the 
law, but a corollary of this principle 
would seem to be that outworn ideas 
expressed in thousands of statutes 
should be swept out. 

Whether it will ever be possible to 
check this freshet of laws that 
threatens us anew with every meet- 
ing of Congress or the Legislature, 
or to see three or four meaningless, 
unenforceable laws crossed off with 
each new one passed, the views and 


influence of such an association as 
this as to laws that shall rest broad- 
ly upon the moral sense of the com- 
munity and are therefore capable of 
being enforced should be not with- 
out value.

Control railings are not always advisable, 
for the reason that they put into disuse 
about fifteen inches of space on each side 
of the platform. However, our investigation 
will be continued, and, should it develop that 
conditions cannot be materially improved 
by the use of additional platform men, « 
more equitable distribution of trains, a et- 


ter regulation of the service and the ques- 
tion of installing control railings will be 
further considered.

To call my action a felony, even by act of 
Congress, does not necessarily make it one. 
The Jones law might with equal logic be ex- 
tended to cover the parking of automobiles, 
daylight saving, or kissing one's wife on 
Sunday. In fact many of the old Puritan 
laws might with equal propriety be brought 
up to date under a similar Federal law. 

While, however, our list of penal laws 
and ordinances is being continually added to 
by every local, State and Federal legislative 
body, there is apparently no constitutional 
definition of ‘‘crime” itself. So chaotic Is 
the situation that a man may figuratively 
be hanged in one State for an action that 
would earn him a medal in another. It is, 
for instance, in New York, a crime for a 
decent citizen to have a pistol in his house. 
A few miles away are two neighboring States 
with totally different laws. Senator Jones’s 
pungent remark is amply justified by wres- 
ent conditions. 

Why, instead of protesting against indi- 
vidual violations of personal liberty, do not 
our protestants concentrate on this one point 
which involves not only prohibition but every 


other infraction of the Bill of Rights. Such 

a constitutional definition would free us 

onze for all from the domination of crank 

reformers and their array of foolish laws 

Let us have Icss ‘Jaw’ and more equity and 

common sense.

Bankers Report Rise in Deposits 
Through Club System at Parley 
of Association Group. 


BUSINESS CALLED PACIFIST 


Chatham Phenix Official Declare: 
“Hardest-Headed” Men Now 
See Calamity In Wars. 


The club system, whereby peop! 
deposit savings weekly for use at 
Christmas time or vacation, “is 
changing the saving habits of the 
People and that change is all for the 
best,” declared James P. Hart, 
president of the Savings Banks Of- 
ficers’ Club of Massachusetts, yester- 
day at the Eastern Regional Savings 
Conference of the American Bankers’ 
Association at the Hotel Commodore. 

“There is quite a difference be- 
tween savings because of fear of old- 
age dependence and saving because 
of a business sense that prompts de- 
sire for an accumulation of capital, 
even if the capital is only for the 
purchase of merchandise in Decem- 
ber or a vacation in August,” said 
Mr. Hart. ‘The fact that thousands 
of people are budgeting at least one 
of their annual expense items shows 
a change in habit for the better, and, 
as I have said, gives promise of a 
still further change in the future.’ 


Says War Loans Made Savers. 


Mr. Hart said that the savings hab- 
its of the American people were 
changed overnight by the Liberty 
Loan campaigns. People found they 
could buy a United States bond for 
a dollar down and a dollar a week, 
Mr. Hart said. The “high hat” 
banker went into the discard with 


flannel underwear, he asserted, and 
now, instead of buying Liberty 
bonds, the people go in for Christ- 
mas, vacation and savings clubs. 
Twenty per cent of these club de- 
positors open regular savings ac- 
counts, he said. 

Taylor R. Durham, president of 
the Savings Bank Division of the 
American Bankers’ Association, 
spoke on “The Increasing Impor- 
tance of Savings,’’ and said that 
forty years ago stories of hidden 
treasures were common, but now 
‘‘the miser has all but disappeared 
in American life.’’ 

Mr. Durham traced the history of 
the savings bank idea and said that 
in recent years banks have come to 
understand the needs of their com- 
munities. A bank has found that 
if it receives deposits but utilitzes its 
funds in distant markets its pros- 
perity declines, he said, adding that 
banks which serve their communities 
best have the greatest prosperity. 

The importance of changing with 
the times was stressed by Mr. Dur- 
ham. He said that in a recent sur- 
vey by a committee of the savings 
bank division one bank was found to 
be using a method of doing business 
that had been unchanged for almost 
a century. 

“Do we lend money on mortgage 
so that our customers may buy 
homes and repay us on the basis of 
fixed monthly instalments or are we 
yet clinging to the old policy of 
lump payment brought into vogue 
when men were not paid regularly 
daily, weekly, bi-weekly or monthly, 
as at present?’’ he asked. ‘‘Or have 
we allowed a so-called financial 
agency operating in competition with 
us to get all this velvet, while we 
| invest not only our secondary re- 
|; serves but also our other available 
|funds in Stock Exchange bonds 
which are necessarily high when we 
buy and low when we are compelled 
to sell, since the other banks are in 
and out at the same time as our- 
selves?’’ 

Dr. Samuel G. Inman, secretary of 
the Committee on Cooperation in 
Latin America, spoke on ‘‘The Pres- 
ent Crisis in Mexico,’’ at the lunch- 
eon yesterday.

FRANK COFFEE DIES 
IN AUSTRALIA AT 78 


Former New Yorker Was Head 
of Big Publishing Firm in 
Sydney—A Great Traveler. 


Announcement was made here last 
night of the death March 17 in 
Sydney, Australia, of Frank Coffee, 
a former resident of this city, who 
has lived in the Antipodes for half a 
century nad was at the head of a 
large publishing business and an im- 
porting house in Sydney. He was a 
great traveler, having been round the 
world twenty-two times, and was the 
author of ‘‘Forty Years on the Pa- 
cific,’’ a unique chronicle based on 
his more than thirty round trips be- 
tween Sydney and New York. 

Mr. Coffee was born in Warsaw, 

. Y., seventy-eight years ago. In 
his youth he worked as a compositor 
on several New York newspapers, 
leaving to accept a job at the other 
side of the world selling books.

FROM PAPUAN WILDS 


Dr. L. S. Crandall and Party 
Return From Adventurous Trip 
to New Guinea. 


SPECIMENS FOR BRONX ZOO 


Leader Tells of Capturing Prized 
Species—Describes Natives and 
Recounts Shipwreck. 


Dr. Lee S. Crandall returned to 
New York. yesterday with 250 birds, 
‘including some. rare species of birds 
of paradise, found in the wilds of 
Papua, on the island of New Guinea, 
the largest inhabited unexplored re- 
|gion. in the world. The history of 
the expedition, which left here last 
August, is a saga of adventure and 
| romance, from Dr. Crandall’s 
ee of a weird dance performed 
| by the cannibal tribe on the island 
| to the wreck of the steamer Morinda 
jon the rocky New Guinea’ coast. 
| It was nevertheless a successful ex- 
pedition and returned to New York 
yesterday with a minimum loss of 
bird specimens. Not an item of the 
| cargo was lost when the Morinda 
went aground in a stormy sea. 


Saved by Another Vessel. 


| Another island steamer, the Mon- 
| toro. came alongside the founder- 


ing vessel and took off the party and 
| every piece of cargo, Dr. Crandall 
! said yesterday. The party then pro- 
; ceeded to Sydney, Australia, and had 
| to wait six week for the sailing of the 
| steamer Canadian Prince. This ship, 
| the first leaving the port with suffi- 
| cient accommodations for the party, 
| docked in Brooklyn. early yesterday. 
| Nine species of paradise birds were 
| brought back, including seven speci- 
mens of the rare Prince Rudolph’s 
Blue, the main objective of the ex- 
pedition. Another is the Long-tailed, 
the largest of all birds of gg 
|and never before brought alive out 
of New Guinea. 

Of the natives, Dr. Crandall spoke 
respectfully. Although cannibalistic, 
they never kill for the ad ose of 
eating, but they do not hesitate to 
utilize the body of a victim slain for 
| other reasons. 

Describes ‘‘Good-Will’’ Dances. 
The rare native dance which Dr. 
| Crandall witnessed-was participated | 
|in by men and women of ten villages. 
The dances are community affairs, 
given as gestures of good will by one 
community to the other. Women, 
children and pigs are considered by 
; the natives as equally valuable, and 
|although a native will not eat the 
pigs he has purchased, he will cook 
them for visiting tribesmen during 
the periodic dance festivals. The 
dances last for several days and 
nights without cessation, he declared. 

Men of Papua purchase their wives 
and thereupon become men of leisure, 
Dr. Crandall said, and lucky is the | 
man who saves enough money to buy

He requires a 
text stripped to its essentials of 
poetic and dramatic meaning, with- | 
out a single word that is unfitted for 
| musical expression. He will not write 
melodic passages of any length for 
|his weices. Such operatic writing he 
;considers undramatic. When he 
writes for voices he does so in 
the style of melodically heightened 
recitative. He calls on the chorus to 
take a prominent part, both as pro- 
tagonist and commentator, in the ex- 
position of the drama. In this he is 
| near Moussorgsky, as he is obviously 
} influenced by Debussy in writing for 
the solo voices. 

His orchestra is less powerful than 
Wagner’s, for example, since he 
aims to put the statue of the opera 
not in the orchestra, as Wagner did, 
but on the stage, where he considers 
that it belongs. But the Pizzetti 
orchestra, as tite performance last 
night showed, carries much of the 
burden of the music-drama, and sup- 
plies in some measure the melodic 
line and the musical movement that 
the solo voices do not provide. Of) 
the elements of Pizzetti’s musical 
style it may be said that he constant- 
ly aims at economy of means, sim- 
plicity of expression; that he is 
strongly influenced by plain chant, 
which fashions many of the leading 
motives in the ‘Fra Gherardo”’ 
score; and that harmonically, as well

There is the possibility of good 
drama here, and sometimes, in parts 
of the first act, and certain moments 
of the second and the final scene of 
the third, Pizzetti supplies it. He 
defeats his own purpose when he at- 
tempts to link his first scene to his 
second with the orchestral inter- 
mezzo designed to depict the passion 
and remorse of the lovers. He is 
also guilty of dramatic oversight in 
the long scene between Gherardo 
and Mariola in the second act, a 
scene which has neither movement 
nor musical development of a con- 
vincing kind, and which moreover 
is in kind a repetition of the gloomy 
dialogue of the first act. 

The first scene of the third act was 
given interest by its interpretation, 
but musically it says little. It is the 
tumult and movement of the final 
scene which supplies the climax and 
most of the excitement and theatrical 
effect of the opera, and here the 
writing for the chorus supplements 
very effectively the situation on the 
stage. 


Some Charming Passages. 


It is the music for the chorus 


| which has the most importance. Solo 


passages that immediately impress 
the listener are rare, though they 
are beautifully set off with orches- 
tral color. This, however, does not 
recompense for lack of melodic line, 
and also the lack, with all Pizzetti’s 
refinement, skill and taste as a com- 
poser, of true originality.

The only other real music in this 
program, besides the incomparable 
symphony of Schubert, was an old 
chestnut not often heard these days 
on orchestral programs, ‘although 
its genius showed out yesterday in 
boldest relief after Busoni and Tom- 
masini: Rossini’s overture to ‘‘Wil- 
liam Tell.’ The opera, ‘‘William 
Tell,”” as Mr. Gilman’s notes remind- 
ed us, is nearing its 100th birthday. 
It was spoken of in the highest 
terms when it appeared, and by 
those German critics who never 
could understand that an opera could 
be great without being grand and 
portentous in approach. They hailed 
Rossini as the composer, at last, of 
a great opera, based on the heroic 
and historic story of William Tell. 
But what has happened? ‘“‘William 
Tell,” the opera, virtually dis- 
appeared from the boards. A hun- 
dred years after its inception it is 
a museum piece, survived only by 
its famous and dramatic overture. 
This overture Mr. Toscanini played 
at a white heat. Its banalities, as 
the ‘‘Ranz des vaches” section, he 
could not wholly conceal, but he 
made the old tea-kettle boil furious- 
ly, and the audience was stirred by 
the noble opening, the music of the 
storm, the fanfares of rebellion and 
battle.

He told the magistrate that he 
drove his mother and Mr. Cohen 
across the Williamsburg Bridge in 
his automobile last Saturday after- 
noon, and when they reached For- 
syth and Eldridge Streets the 
liceman, in citizen’s clothes, leaped 
on to the running board and di- 
rected a blow at his face, which was 
warded off by Mrs. Kosh, demanding 


to know. why Kosh had ‘‘cut him 
off’’ on the bridge. 

Kosh denied that he had seen 
Storz before this. He was taken to 
the Clinton Street Station, where the 
patrolman preferred a charge of 
reckless driving against him, but the 
lieutenant refused to hold the youth, 
telling the patrolman to serve a sum- 
mons on him. 

“Then I demanded that the patrol- 
man be held on an assault charge,”

TON, March 21.— The 
unprecedented speculative activities 
on the Stock Exchange last year 
and the high level of business that 
accompanied these activities were 
made evident today when a compila- 
tion of corporation and personal in- 
come tax receipts for the first nine- 
teen days of March showed an in- 
crease of $99,370,638 over the same 
period last year. 

After a study of the receipts of 
$379,981,531, as against $280,610,893 
in the same time last year, treasury 
officials agreed that complete fig- 
ures for the month should be $75,- 
000,000 to $80,000,000 in excess of in- 
come tax payments for March, 1928, 
and some felt that this estimate was 
a conservative one. 

Receipts so far this month have 
swelled the total of income taxes 
since the beginning of the current 
fiscal year to $1,465,182,327, as 
against $1,389,115,968 for the same 
period in the previous fiscal year, 
an increase of $76,066,359. 


Earlier Estimates Exceeded. 


The volume of tax receipts which 
continued to pour in from collectors’ 
offices came as a great surprise, 
even to the treasury officials, who 
had expected that there would be a 
slight recession after the heavy pay- 
ments revorted over the week-end. 
All earlier estimates were swept 
aside by the rising flood of returns, 
and the officials who had_ been 
warning that too great optimism 
was dangerous were ready to admit 
that when all reports were in the 
total for the month might even 
reach $600,000,000 or more, as com- 
pared with about $518,000,000 for 
the month of March, 1928. 

The reports received are said to 
show sharp increases in tax pay- 
nents both by corporations and in-

On the basis of receipts compar- 
able to those of last year, it had re- 
cently been estimated that there 
would be a surplus of about $26,000,- 
000. If income tax receipts this 
month run $75,000,000 or more in ex- 
cess of those for March, 1928, it is 
obvious that, on this showing alone, 
the surplus estimate would be raised 
to about $100,000,000. 

But in addition to this, another 
quarterly payment of income taxes 
is to be paid into the treasury in 
June, before the end of the current 
fiscal year, and on the basis of the 
probable figures for the March pay- 
ment it should show a large increase

Payment of Back Taxes. 


Whether the June increase will be 
as large as that now expected for 
this month is debatable. At the 
treasury it was said that it was be- 
lieved a part at least of the heavy 
total now being received has come 
from back tax payments’ which 
some corporations were making in 
connection with their current pay- 
ment for the quarter. 

The extent to which these back 
payments affected the total this 
month, it was said, could not accu- 
rately be determined until a careful 
study of the returns was made. 

Even taking this factor into ac- 
count, however, it would appear that 
the June receipts would be much 
larger than in June a year ago, and 
any increase in the June tax pay- 
ments over the total expected must 
be taken into account in revising the 
surplus estimate. There appears 
sound reason to believe, therefore, 
that as a result of the surprising 
gain in total tax payments now be- 
ing received the surplus will be in 
excess of $100,000,000, instead of $50,- 
000,000, an estimate made as late as 
yesterday by some government ex- 
perts. 


Funds for Mail Payments. 


Up until today the Treasury had 
been hoping that the award of 
$45,000,000 in retroactive mail pay- 
ment made to the railroads by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and upheld recently by the Supreme 
Court, would not have to be paid 
during the current fiscal year, the 
fear being expressed that it might 
endanger the surplus. 

It was even hinted that action at 
the special session of Congress which 
begins April 15, on a bill appropriat- 
ing money with which to make the} 
payment to the railroads might be}! 
discouraged because of the narrow 
margin between receipts and expen- | 
ditures. 

Now, however, all fear of a budg- 
et deficit has been dispelled, even 
should Congress appropriate the 
money and force immediate payment 
to the carriers, and it may be that 
such an appropriation will be encour- 
aged rather than discouraged in or- 
der to get the debt out of the way, 
during the current fiscal year while 
there is ample excess revenue in the 
hands of the Treasury.

Federal Reserve Reports Rise of 
$166,000,000 in Week to 
$5,793,000,000. 


MARKET GETS NEW FUNDS J 


Treasury Financing and Income Tax 3 


Payments Increase Supply of 
Money for Brokers. 


An increase of $166,000,000 in bro- 
kers’ loans, placing the total at the 
largest figure ever recorded, was 
announced yesterday at the Federal 


Reserve Bank of New York. The 
loan total, at $5,793,000,000, repre- 
sented a net increase of $124,000,000 


over the figures of Feb. 6, when the |; 


Federal Reserve Board launched its 
campaign for a reduction in the vol- 
ume of credit being used for specu- 
lation. 

Banks in New York and in other 
parts of the country and corpora- 
tions, the three main groups of lend- 
ers, contributed to the expansion in 
loans. An increase of $84,000,000 in 
the loans made by the New York 
banks for their own account repre- 
sented a reversal of the recent trend 
by which banks here have been re- 
ducing loans, but which has been 
offset by new credit arriving from 
other sources. The size of the in- 
crease came as a surprise in Wall 
Street, though an expansion in the 
figures had been forecast.

The expansion in the loans made 
by the New York banks for their 
own account took place in the face 
of a reduction of $13,000,000 in the 
banks’ borrowings from the Federal 
Reserve Bank and declines in re- 
discounting, both for the system as 
a whole and for the New York dis- 
trict, indicating that the loans were 
being made without drawing on Fed- 
eral Reserve resources. 

The general explanation was that 
new funds had been placed in the 
market through the Treasury financ- 
ing of last week in which approxi- 
mately $500,000,000 of maturing se- 
curities were paid off and $475,000,- 
000 of new certificates sold, for 
which the banks need not pay until 
called on for the funds by the gov- 
ernment. It is considered likely also 
that funds accumulated for income 
tax payments found temporary em- 
ployment in the call loan market. 

The firm money rates that pre- 
vailed most of this week had their 
usual effect of drawing money from 
other parts of the country, which 
accounted for the increase in the 
loans made for the account of out- 
of-town banks and also for the ex- 
pansion in the loans for corpora- 
tions which constitute the chief fac- 
tor in the group classed as ‘‘others.’’

The following outlines the gen- 
eral procedure in the Department 
of the Interior for executing the 
President’s public land oil con- 
servation policy: 

1. All oil and gas applications 
and permits pending in the office 
of the First Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior, under the general 
leasing act, will -3 returned to the 
General Land Office. 

2. All oil and gas cases pending 
in the office of the solicitor will 
be reviewed to determine their 
present status. Those coming 
within the new policy should be 
an to the General Land Of- 
ice 

3. The preparation of letters in 
the General Land Office calling 
upon delinquent permittees to 
show cause why their permits 
should not be canceled will be ex- 
pedited. 

4. Oil and gas permits now in 
good standing will not be proceed- 
ed against so long as the terms 
of the permits are being timely 
complied with. 


To Consider Permittee Equities. 


5. Where a permittee is entitled 
to a lease because of discovery, it 
is mandatory to lease only one- 
fourth .of the area, under strict 
interpretation of the President’s 
oil policy, except that when the 
permit covers 160 acres or less. 
the permittee would be entitled 
to lease the full acreage. The re- 


mainder will not be leased unless 
such action is required in the pub- 
lic interest. 

6. The departmental committee, 
consisting of the solicitor, the 
Commisssioner of the General 
Land Office and the Director of 
the Geological Survey, will consider 
the extent of operations which 
have been prosecuted under exist- 
ing oil and gas permits, to deter- 
mine whether permittees have 
acquired: equities which should be 
recognized and make appropriate 
recommendations to the Secretary. 
In reviewing permits, representa- 
tive cases may be recommended 
for public hearing before the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to determine 
lines of policy. 

7. Registers of local land offices 
will not receive applications for 
oil and gas permits after March 
12, 1929, and will reject all pend- 
ing applications for permits. They 
will forward to the General Land

8. Applications ‘for extension of 
permits on hand should be dis- 
posed of promptly. Those not in- 
volving expenditure of money in 
development work will be denied 
by the General Land Office.

Actual Development Required. 

9. The General Land Office will 
hold for cancellation, allowing fif- 
teen days in which to show cause, 
all permits on which there is no 
prima facie evidence that expendi- 
ture of money in development 
work has been made. All other 
cases should be referred to the 
special committee by memoranda 
of the General Land Office show- 
ing the facts disclosed by the rec- 
ord and of the Geological survey 
as to status of development work.

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DETERDING COMING 
FOR OL CONFERENCE 


World Restriction Expected to 
Follow Petroleum institute 
Meetings Here Next Week. 


COMMITTEE WILL REPORT 


Limit of 1928 to Be Asked for Crude 
Output in the United States in 
1929——-Government to Cooperate. 


A general agreement among the 
principal oil interests of the world 
to restrict production to actual needs 
is about to be reached, it was in- 
dicated here yesterday when it be- 
came known that Sir Henri Deter- 
ding, managing director of the Royal 
Dutch-Shell group, had accepted the 


invitation of the American Petroleum 
Institute to participate in confer- 
ences in New York next week. 

Sir Henri, an outstanding figure in 
the petroleum industry of Europe, 


sailed yesterday from Plymouth, 
England, on the Ile de France and 
will arrive in New York next Tues- 
day. The conferences on curtailment 
of oil production will begin on 
Wednesday, when the directors of 
the Petroleum Institute will receive 
the report of a special committee 
on production and consumption 
which has been studying the prob- 
lem for several weeks. he commit- 
tee in its report, it is said, will ask 
that domestic crude oil production be 
held this year to the level of 1928. 
Details of the curtailment program 
will be worked out after discussion 
among the institute’s directors. 


To Study Broader Aspects. 


The attendance of Sir Henri made 
it certain, oil executives said yester- 
day, that the question of oil conser- 
vation would be considered in a 
broader aspect than was originally 
contemplated. It was pointed out 


that the agitation for a concerted 
curtailment movement among the 
leading producers of the world was 
crystallized at conferences held at 
Sir Henri’s castle in Scotland last 
Summer, attended by Walter C. 
Teagle, president of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey; Sir 
John Cadman, head of the British- 
controlled Anglo-Persian Oil Com- 
pany, and other prominent oil ex- 
ecutives. Sir Henri has kept himself 
informed of the latest efforts of the 
American Petroleum Institute to re- 
strict production in the United 
States, in Mexico and in the north- 
ern part of South America. 

He is particularly interested in the 
general plan as it relates to Vene- 
zuela because the Royal Dutch in- 
terests, through subsidiaries, have 
large interests there. The Royal 
Dutch is also interested in the prob- 
lem of overproduction in the United 
States, where its subsidiary, the 
Shell Union Oil Company, is one of 
the leading petroleum factors. Sir 
Henri will be the guest of the Petro- 
leum Institute while here and will 
take part in the conferences of its 
directors by special courtesy. 

Oil men here were of the opinion 
yesterday that the conferences next 
week would serve to bring about a 
better feeling among the leading oil 
interests of the world. Considerable 
progress in that direction already 
has been made, as evidenced by the

United Gas Co. Adds to Holdings 
in Refugio Field. 


United Gas Company has acquired 
16,867 acres of oil and gas leases 
near Pettus, Bee County, Texas, to 
supplement its reserves in the 
Refugio gas field, it was announced 
yesterday. The new holdings are 
ten miles from the 110-mile pipe line, 
which the Southwest Distributing 
Company, a newly formed subsidiary 
of the United Gas Company, is build- 
ing from the Refugio field to San 
Antonio and Austin, Texas. The 
pipe line will be completed about 
July 15.

This 
pressure has been accentuated by a 
decrease in foreign financing in the 
United States, and has become suf- 
ficiently strong during the latter 
part of the year to draw gold from 
other countries, and thus to be an 
influence toward higher interest 
rates abroad. These are conditions 
which if long continued may be ex- 
pected to affect adversely the trade 
of the world, and reduce the world’s 
power to purchase the products of 
this country. 

‘‘The stock market, into which has 
flowed most of the year’s increase in 
credit, is now borrowing far larger 
amounts of money than ever before. 
The volume of trading has been un- 
precedented, and prices of securi- 
ties have advanced very rapidly.

additional credit was in order. 
“Business showed a rapid recovery | 


early in the year from the recession | 
which had occurred at the end of} 
1927, and in general continued | 
healthy and conservative through the 
year. There has been little evidence 
of inflated inventories or of inflated | 
commodity prices.”’ ae 

The report contains the opinion | 
that while the gold exports and/| 
credit expansion of 1928 have not! 
given rise to any general unsound- | 
ness in the country’s credit and busi- | 
ness structure, there have been con-| 
sequences which may not be re- 
garded with entire complacency. It | 
reads: 

‘“‘By reason of increases in loans | 
when their deposits were shrinking, 
due to gold exports, many of the| 
banks of the country became over- | 
loaned. At the end of the year near- 
ly one-half of the reserves of the 
member banks represented money 
borrowed from the Reserve banks. 

“Interest rates advanced steadily | 
during the year.

SISSON WOULD SEE 
STOCKS LIQUIDATED 


‘Credit Situation Not Healthy 


Because of Huge Loans, 
Banker Asserts. 


The country’s business structure 
will recover quickly from any liquid- | 
ation and readjustment which may 
be necessitated by the stringency of 
credit, Francis H. Sisson, vice presi- 
dent of the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany, said yesterday at a luncheon 
of the Junior Board of Trade at the 
Block Hall Club, 23 South William 


Street. Owing to the firm basis on 
which the country’s prosperity was | 
built, he said, no reaction could be | 
severe or lengthy.

‘‘We may be assured that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board will continue its 
policy of holding down credit expan- 
sion and restricting the loans of 
member banks, and, if necessary, 
will increase the rediscount rate, | 
even if the results of this step are) 
damaging to business at first.

Sends Yields to the Highest 
Levels Ever Reached Here. 





FURTHER INCREASE HINTED 





Present Action Seen as Forerunner 
of Rediscount Rise—Reserve 
Bank Buys at 53%. 





An advance of one-quarter of 1 per 
cent in the discount rates for bank- 
ers’ acceptances of all maturities yes- 
terday sent the yields on these bills 
to the highest levels ever reached 
here. The bid rate on ninety-day 
bills now stands at 5% per cent, as 
compared with 3% per cent discount 


in January. Although the bill rates 
of late have moved —— indepen- 
denily of the Federal Reserve redis- 
count rate, the change in the former 
yesterday caused many to believe 
that it was a forerunner of an in- 
crease in the rediscount rate, since 
a difference of 5 of 1 per cent now 
exists between the two. 

_ With acceptance bankers increas- 
ing the discount on bills, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank immediately ad- 
vanced its buying rate for bankers’ 
bills to 5%, per cent to prevent the 
wholesale dumping of bills on the 
bank, and thereby make the bill 
market independent of Reserve Bank 
support. Corresponding advances in 
bill rates were announced in Boston 
and Chicago. 

Bills of thirty-day maturities are 
now quoted at 5% per cent bid, those 
of 120 days at 5% per cent, and those 
of 150 to 180 days at 5% per cent. 
The advance at this time is in line 
with the desire of dealers to hasten 
the movement of bills by making the 
return offered more attractive. The 
Reserve Bank has been a _ heavy 
seller of bills of late, but notwith- 
standing this fact it is said that 
dealers’ portfolios are not  over- 
loaded. 

An even further advance in the 
rate was hinted at yesterday when 
one leading house was inclined to 
quote about % above the general 
market.

WASHINGTON, March 21,—An- 
other production record was estab- 


| lished in February by the automobile 
| indust 


in this country when 466,- 
084 vehicles were turned out, of 
which 407,589 were passenger cars 
and 58,495 trucks. Passenger car 
production has not been surpassed in 
any previous month, the previous 
record having been made in August, 
1928, when 400,593 were produced. 
In August, 1928, however, there was 
a record output of 60,705 trucks or 
about 1,500 more than in February. 

The total in February compared 
with 400,715 vehicles, representin 
349,111 passenger cars and 51, 
trucks in January. 

At the present rate the output for 
the year would pass the 5,000,000 
mark. Last year a new record was 
established with total of 4,358,748 ve- 
hicles, of which 3,827,849 were pas- 
senger cars and 530,899 trucks. 

Revised figures dealing with these 
activities were made public ony. by 
the Department of Commerce. hey 
were based on factory sales in the 
United States as reported by 152 
manufacturers. The figures for pas- 
senger cars included taxicabs and 
those for trucks included ambu- 


ilances, funeral cars, fire apparatus, 


street sweepers and buses. 

The department did not niake pub- 
lic detailed figures for the various 
companies but it was assumed that 
the rise in production reflected in 
part the re-entry of the Ford Com- 
pany into active competition with 
other manufacturers. 

Figures for Canada showed total 
production of 31,287 vehicles in Feb- 
ruary, of which 28,486 were passen- 
ger cars and 2,801 trucks.
